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LEWIS NIXON: RESIGNS 
IS TAMIMANY’S LEADER 


Refuses To Be Hampered By 
“The Kitchen Cabinet.” 


HAD ORDERS FROM WANTAGE 


He Says He Could Have Elected 
Feitner Grand Sachem If He Had 
Appealed to Richard Croker. 


Lewis Nixon resigned as leader of Tam- 
many Hall yesterday, and his leave-taking 
of the politicians was abrupt and pic- 
turesque. Since last December, when Rich- 
ard Croker retired to Wantage, England, 
and placed the mantle of leadership on Mr. 
Nixon’s shoulders, there has been activity 
between two factions in Tammany Hall. 
The culmination of the trouble came yes- 
terday when Mr. Nixon in his speech to 
the Tammany leaders said he would not be 
dictated to and hampered by “‘ the Kitchen 
Cabinet,” headed by Andrew Freedman and 
the “ Board of Review.’’ Mr. Nixon made 
many other statements. He said that his 
orders had to be viséd by Richard Croker 
before the Tammany leaders carried them 
out. 

The gathering at Tammany Hall at 4 
o'clock was in compliance with a request 
sent by telegraph to every district leader, 
as follows: 


Please call at Tammany Hall to-morrow af- 
tefnoon at 4 o’clock on a matter of importance, 


L. F. NIXON. 

Shortly before 4 o'clock the Tammany 
leaders who are deep-dyed in the activities 
of the organization began to gather around 
the desk, from which John Kelly and Rich- 
ard Croker wielded absolute power while 
in control of Tammany’s affairs. John I. 
Carroll, bland and smiling, was early on 
the scene. Ex-Sheriff Dunn, happy and 
contented, said he was ready for anything 
to happen. Grand Sachem Thomas L. Feit- 
ner, who was indirectly the cause of Mr. 
Nixon resigning, was present. Of the 
thirty-six district leaders there were four 
absentees. Frank J. Goodwin of the Ninth 
District was ill at home. George F. Scan- 
nell of the Twenty-fifth District was out 
of the city. August Moebus and Louis F. 
Haffen of the Thirty-fifth District were 
represented by proxy. 

Within a minute after the wigwam clock 
showed the hour of 4 o’clock Mr. Nixon 
walked quickly up the stairs. He was 
flushed and nervous. He grasped the hands 
which a few of the leaders extended to 
him, but from the chilling reception he re- 
ceived it was apparent that the word had 
gone forth to the politicians that Mr. Nixon 
would continue but a short while as leader 
of the organization. 

In the rear of the room in which Richard 
Croker had-declared that Lewis Nixon was 
the new leader, and that his orders were to 
be obeyed, there were gathered the district 
leaders. All formalities were dispensed 
with. Chairman McMahon, whose duty it 
is to call the Executive Committee together, 
was not called upon to act. Instead Mr. 
Nixon started off by saying: 

“TI have decided to resign as Chairman 
of the Finance Committee of Tammany 
Hall, and my resignation is final and ab- 


‘solute.”’ 


Mary of the leaders in the Van Wyck- 
Carroll faction smiled at this announce- 
ment, Ex-Police Commissioner Murphy 
then said that the leaders cf Tammany 
Hiall had the utmost faith in Mr. Nixon's 
ability and confidence in him as a leader. 

Then Mr. Nixon said abruptly: 

“I don’t want any vote of confidence. My 
resignation will not be withdrawn under 
any circumstances, and it will take effect 


immediately. I find that I cannot retain 
my self-respect and remain the leader of 
the Tammany organization. My resolve is 
unalterable. Since I took this position I 
have been hampered by the ‘ Kitchen Cabi- 
net’ headed by Andrew Freedman and the 
Board of Review. Every important act of 
mine has been cabled to England before it 
became effective. Mr. Freedman and his 
friends interfered with me at every turn, 
and they at last tried to dictate to me whom 
I-should place on the Board of Sachems. 
Then a cablegram came from Wantage di- 
recting me to place certain men. I found 
that at every turn I might take I would be 
opposed in this way, and I found, when- 
ever anything important was .to be done, it 
had to be visé from abroad. Many of the 
district leaders would accept my orders, 
but before they carried them out they would 
get other advice. I hope that my resigna- 
tion will be accepted at once. Good-bye.”’ 

Mr. Nixon made straight for the door. 
There was some hand clapping, but he did 
not ys to acknowledge the courtesy or to 
shake hands with any of the leaders. As 
soon as he came out of the Executive Com- 
mittee room he was surrounded by a crowd 
of people. Mr. Nixon was nervous and ex- 
cited. At first he would not answer any 
questions and asked to be left alone. When 
pressed for information he said: 

“‘T have been talking for six months, and 
I think I should be left alone now. I have 
resigned as the leader of Tammany Hall.” 

‘““When does your resignation § take 
effect?’’ asked a’ reporter. 

“Immediately,” said Mr. Nixon. 

** What were your reasons for resigning?” 

**My reasons were as I gave them to the 
Executive Committee. I could not retain 
my self-respect and continue in that office. 
I am no longer the leader of Tammany 
Hall, and I don’t want to talk any more. 


I'am now a shipbuilder, and if you want | 


to talk about ships I will talk by the hour.” 
**Have you made any suggestion as to 
your successor as leader?’’ was asked. 
“No, I can’t do that. I am not a district 
leader. I have nothing to do with such 
matters.”’

Sachem, but I didn’t want to get into any 
Such fight. I could have done so if I had 
appealed to Mr. Croker.” 

Mr. Nixon then hurried through the outer 
room to the street. On his way one or two 
3 the crowd of district leaders and politi- 
: ans bade him a hearty good-bye. Before 
eaving Mr. Nixon left with Secretary 
Smith a letter addressed to George M. Van 
Hoesen, President of the Tammany Hall 
organization. The letter is supposed to 
contain Mr. Nixon's formal resignation as 
Chairman of the Finance Committee. 

Soon after leaving the building the dis- 
trict leaders started quiet discussions as 
to the future of the organization.

a rumor was started that James J. Mar- 
tn of the Twenty-seventh District would 
pe the new leader. The consensus of opin- 
on was that no decision had been arrived 
at, and that there would be further con- 
tests between the factions before this mat- 
ter was settled. One district leader made 
the prediction that in less than a year W 
Bourke Cockran would be at the head of 
the organization. Another district leader 
made a statement that the plan was to 
abolish the Finance Committee of Tam- 
many Hall and leave all the power and 
control of the policy and money of the or- 
ganization with the district leaders in the 
Executive Committee. 

It was decided to call a meeting of the 
Executive Committee for May 22, at 11 
A. M., to act on Mr. Nixon's resignation. 

It was said yesterday that Peter F. 
Meyer, real estate partner of Richard Cro- 
ker, had received word from Wantage that 
Grand Sachem Feitner was to be continued 
in that office. 


JOHN F. CARROLL FAVORS 
THE ABOLITION OF BOSSES. 


He Breaks His Rule Against Interviews 
—Andrew Freedman Denies Nixon’s 
“Kitchen Cabinet” Charges. 


The Democratic Club was crowded last 
evening. There were more district leaders 
gathered in the red room and in the other 
parts of the building than have congre- 
gated since the retirement of Richard 
Croker from the leadership. 

John F. Carroll was the centre of atten- 
tion among the leaders. Mr. Carroll has 
made it a custom to have “nothing to 
say’ about political matters. Last even- 
ing he broke his usual custom, and gave 
out an interview about the resignation of 
Lewis Nixon and the future of, Tammany 
Hall. Mr. Carroll said: 

“For my part I believe Mr. Croker's 
withdrawal, followed by Mr. Nixon's resig- 
nation from Tammany Hall, affords that 
organization an opportunity once more to 
equip itself, as it has always been 
equipped when it won its greatest vic- 
tories. Tammany has never been beaten 
except when she was led by an individual. 
She has always been invincible when her 
nominations were made and her campaigns 
managed by the district leaders themselves. 
This is an excellent opportunity for the dis- 
trict leaders to resume control of the or- 
ganization and lead it to victory, and I 
certainly do not aspire to leadership, ex- 


cept that of my own district. I will oppose 
any other leadership than that of the dis- 
trict leaders. 

“The history of Tammany Ha]! under in- 
dividual leaders, however worthy or pure 
they may have been individually, was the 
quick sacrifice of all the advantages gained 
by her under the management and control 
of her district leaders. Even under the 
arene aye a of so good, pure, and upright a 
‘man as the late John Kelly, the organiza- 
tion steadily declined in power in the city, 
and, consequently, throughout the ec. untry. 

** After his retirement, through illness, in 
885, Tammany won her first decisive vic- 
tory in many years single-handed against 
all comers. his was followed by unbroken 
successes through 1886, 1887, 1888, 188), 1890, 
and 1891. During all that period the district 
leaders were the real and only authority in 
control. The course of the organization 
was always decided by them after the full- 
est discussion. 

*““Mr. Croker, so far as he led, was the 
executive officer who carried out its views, 
not the boss who controlled them. After 
the election of 1891, during the years 1892 
and 1893, and until the Spring of 1894, when 
he retired, Mr. Croker was absolute ieader, 
and we all remember that in 1893 the reac- 
tion began which culminated in the disas- 
trous defeat of 1894. During the succeeding 
three years the organization was again run 
by its members, and in 1897 the city was 
carried triumphantly. For the next four 
years there was personal leadership, and 
the favorable prospect of 1898 in the State 
was lost. It is unnecessary to recall the de- 
feat of last year. 

“In all this I do not mean to criticise 
onaeeey- If an angel were to become in- 
dividual leader or boss of Tammany Hall 
it would be a misfortune for the organiza- 
tion. Much more would it be an evil to re- 
peat the experiment of electing a mortal 
to such a responsible position. I hope the 
organization will never again be in the posi- 
tion where the extravagance of speech or 
conduct on the part of any individual can 
bring disaster upon the whole party. The 
only way to secure ourselves against this 
danger is to refrain from surrendering to 
any individual more authority than is ex- 
ercised by every district leader. 

“With this reform accomplished, there 
would be no excuse for opposition to Tam- 
many Hall within the Democratic Party. 
The Greater New York Democracy is or- 

| ganized against bossism or individual lead- 
| ership. The abolition of bosses in Tam- 
many Hall would leave the opposition with- 
out any reason for existence, unless its 
leaders themselves wanted to become 
bosses.”’ 

Andrew Freedman, referring to the state- 
ment made by Mr. Dlixon, in which he 
mentioned Mr. Freedman as leading a 
“kitchen cabinet’’ against him, at the 
Democratic Club last night characterized 
the statement of Mr. Nixon as solutely 
without foundation. Mr. Freedm said: 

‘“‘Mr. Croker never gave this man an 
order since he left ‘this country and re- 
linquished the leadership. Mr. Nixon's own 
statement in which he sald that he had 
never received orders from Mr. Croker or 
any other man proves this to be true, and 
you must not forget that he has made this 
same statement many times. Personally, 
the only time I have seen Mr, Nixon was 
a short time ago, when I went to him and 
told him that under no circumstances 
would I be a candidate for the Sachem 

| Board. I did that because I did not wish 
to embarrass Mr. Nixon, as I was afraid 
| the impression might get out that Mr. 
| Croker had been instrumental in forcing 
my candidacy. 

“T have never cabled nor written Mr. 
! Croker a single word about’any act of Mr. 
Nixon's. That talk of his was simply a 
popular play, and the reasons he gave 
were not the real ones that caused his 
resignation.” 

Asked what those reasons were, Mr. 
Freedman replied that they probably had 
something to do with the fact that the 
committee did not agree with Mr. Nixon on 
all subjects, as for instance the Sachem 
' elections and the Belmont nomination for 
Congress. 

“The man must have lost his head,” 
continued Mr. Freedman, ‘and I will say 
that there is not a word of truth in what 
he says. If Mr. Nixon can prove that I 
ever wrote or cabled Mr. Croker about one 
act of his let him come forward and prove 
it. Once more I say that what he says is 
absolutely without foundation.” 

When asked if he had any idea as to who 
i the new leader would be. Mr. Freedman 

smiled and said that he had not.

|T0 INVESTIGATE THE 
COAL COMBINATION 


Report that the President Has 
Instructed Mr. Knox. 


Said to be Convinced that an Agree- 
ment in Violation of the Anti- 
Trust Law Exists.

WASHINGTON, May 14.— According to 
report, the Department of Justice is likely 
to progeed against those persons and corpo- 
rations which control the output of anthra- 
cite coal. A Washington paper, discussing 
the report, says: 

“The question was discussed at the Cabi- 
net meeting yesterday, and it is stated on 
high authority that the President has di- 
rected the Attorney General to proceed with 
an investigation of the big combine. 

“While the Attorney General has not 
been instructed to draw a bill in equity 
against the Coal Trust, it is understood 
that this method will be pursued. The 
President is declared to have reached a 
point in his investigation of the subject 
which assures him that the combination 
which controls the output of coal is in op- 
position to the Sherman anti-trust law. 

“From the United States Attorney in the 
coal regions Attorney General Knox has 
1rcceived, it is said, evidence tending to 
show that the combination is fully as much 
in restraint of trade as the Beef Trust or 
any other combination in this country. The 
complaints which have been received by the 
President and Attorney General Knox have 
increased in intensity as the situation in 
the coal regions has become more critical. 

“There is no central organization to be 
struck, as was the case in the merger. The 


capitalists of the five largest railroads 
which penetrate the coal regions are al- 
leged to control the greater portion of the 
cealfields. Their methods are declared to 
be most autocratic. According to the com- 
plaints received in Washington, the mag- 
nates at the head of the trust, who will 
robably when proceedings are instituted 
Ficure as the ‘ Big Five,’ just as the ‘ Big 
Six’ figured in the proceedings against the 
Beef Trust, control practically all the rail- 
road trackage in the coalfilelds. They de- 
termine each month what the output for 
the ensuing month shall be. It is decided 
just how much each operator shall pro- 
duce. 

“Such an agreement, of course, proves 
satisfactory to the parties to the trust. It 
dces not to individual operators. But it is 
on this point that the enemies of the trust 
hepe to make their point. They claim that 
evidence can be produced to show that the 
railroad owners dictate to the individual 
orerators just how much they shall produce 
and the individual operators dare not make 
a greater output because they will not be 
provided with the cars to place the coal on 
the market. This, if it can be proved, is 
said to be an obvious violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law." 

Nothing official in regard to the matter 
eculd be learned at the Department of Jus- 
tice to-day. 


COAL MINERS TAKE NO ACTION. 


Question of a Strike Will Be Settled 
To-day—President Mitchell’s Advice 
Will Control Delegates. 


HAZLETON, Penn., May 14.—The con- 
vention of the anthracite mine workers, 
called at the instance of the Executive 
Boards cf the three districts comprising the 
Pennsylvania hard coal fields, held two ses- 
sions to-day, and, without taking any ac- 
tion on the question of a permanent strike, 
adjourned until to-morrow morning. The 
convention {is meeting behind closed doors, 
and, although nothing officially was given 
out, it is known that the all-important ques- 
tion was not reached, the two sessions be- 
ing devoted to the organization of the 
meeting and the report of the Committee 
on Credentials. 

The day brought forth no definite infor- 
mation bearing on the probable action of 
the convention. President Mitchell said 


that all hope of any concessions from the 
operators was gone. He has had no recent 
communication, he said, with the mine own- 
ers, Senator Hanna, or any other members 
of the National Civic ederation. Mr. 
Mitchell admitted that he had some advice 
to give to the delegates at the proper time, 
but what it is he will not say. e said that 
there was no doubt that the sentiment of 
the men is in favor of a strike, but he re- 
fused to make any reply when asked wheth- 
er he would give advice that would come 
in conflict with their sentiments. It is ad- 
mitted that what President Mitchell sug- 
gests will be done. 

Quiet reigned everywhere in the region 
to-day and not a pound of coal was mined 
anywhere. A great crowd of mine workers 
came into town from the surrounding vil- 
lages. and coal patches. They crowded 
arcund the convention hall, waiting for in- 
formation from the inside. They were 
greatly ——- when the convention 
adjourned without taking definite action. 


SCRANTON, Penn., May 14.—An authort- 
tative canvass completed to-day of the 
standing of the delegation from the Scran- 
ton veaten which left for the Hazleton con- 
vention this morning fixes the division on 
the strike question in the proportion of 
three for and five against. he Scranton 
region represents one-half of the First Dis- 
trict. 

Word reached here to-day that a vast 
amount of soft coal on the road for West- 
ern markets has been halted with a view of 
turning it into the East if the strike is con- 
tinued. Much of this coal is that which 

‘oes, over the lakes to be stored at Chicago 
fr Winter consumption. 

All the companies here have stop sell- 
ing coal to domestic consumers. etailers 
are disposing of their supply at regular 
rates. 


COAL OPERATORS CONFIDENT. 


President Truesdale of the Lackawanna 
Road Knows of No Wavering. 
Notwithstanding the strike talk from 
Hazleton, Penn., the operators yesterday 
expressed the belief that the anthracite 
miners’ convention would adjourn without 


ordering a strike. President Truesdale, of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Railroad, said: 

“I believed from the first that there 
would be no strike, and I am in the opinion 
now that po strixe will be ordered. The 
miners are toying too long with the situa- 
tion, and the probabilities are now very 
much against a strike. I know that many 
of the miners realize that they have no 
reason to strike, and I believe the con- 
ditions do not point to a’strike."’ 

Asked whether the Civic Federation, 
which was still ready to offer its services, 
could induce the operators to make some 
small concessions, he said: 

“T am of the same mind as I was in at 
the first, and I have not heard of any one 
wavering.” i 

The independent operas talked in the 
same way. Henry 8. Fleming, Secretary 
of the Anthracite Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion, said that there was no reason to sup- 
pese there would be a strike. The inde- 
pendent operators in any case would follow 
ithe action to be taken by the coal carry- 
3 com ies. He said that though the 
pu lic might not know the conditions, the 

emands of the anthracite miners were out 
' of all reason. 2 

“If the anthracite miners would strike 
now,” he continued, “they would find a

different condition of affairs trom that 
which existed during former strikes. Then 
miners could run up bills with the grocers 
and there was nothing to prevent a miner 
irom running up a bill of say $60 and going 
tu another town. Now they won't have 
any credit. Since the strike talk hegan 
the grocers have cut off the credit to the 
miners for the reason that the wholesalers 
have cut off the credit to the grocers. Be- 
sides, the local benevolent societies which 
aided striking miners in former years have 
now gone out of existence.” 

Mr. Fleming said that the miners wanted 
an increase of wages because the laborers, 
who are employed by the miners, were 
pushing them for more money. He thought 
the laborers were well paid. They re- 
ceived from $1.75 to $2 or more a day, and 
this was good wages in the mining towns, 
where the standard of living was much 
lower than in New York. 

““The miners,”’ he continued, 
from $9 to $14 or $15 a day gross. Out of 
this each miner pays a laborer, pays $2 
for powder, pays for tool sharpening and a 
number of other things, bringing his aver- 
age net earnings down to $4.50 a day, which 
is good wages. He generally quits work at 
noon, There has been talk of laborers 
being paid from 75 cents to $1 a day, but 
these wages are only paid to the boys at 
the breakers. The miners want the wages 
increased to them because they do not 
want to pay the laborers the advance de- 
manded out of their own pockets.” 

Mr. Fleming further said that if the 
Hungarians and Slavs at the mines lived 
crowded together under foul conditions 
at the boarding houses they themselves 
were to blame. Boarding houses were con- 
structed to uccommodate ten people, and 
thirty people or more were crowded into 
them. Separate houses were built for the 
families of these people, but it was im- 
possible to get them to live in them. 

The representatives of the coal carrying 
roads talked over the situation yesterday. 
It was learned that they were keeping in 
close touch with affairs at the mines. 

It was also learned that the Civic Fed- 
eration still cherishes the hope of being 
able, if not to avert a strike, to settle the 
strike in case ut is ordered. No member 
of the Arbitration Committee, however, 
would talk for publication on the subject.

4 NEW ENGLAND ICE TRUST. 


The Combination Is Incorporated 
New Jersey with a Capitalization 
of $16,000,000.

AMESBURY, Mass., May 14.—A New 
England Ic Trust has been formed. The 
New Engla,d Censolidated Ice Company 
has been incorporated in New Jersey, with 
a capitalization of $16,000,000, to control 
the principal companies of New England. 
The new company, which is organized on 
the same plan as the Standard Oil Com- 
pany and the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, has already secured control of the 
Commonwealth Hygienic Ice Company of 
Boston, the Walker Ice Company of 
Worcester, the Providence Ice Company, 
the Brockton Ice Company, the Taunton 
Ice Company, and the Quincy Ice Com- 


pany. It is also making negotiations to 
secure control of the Lynn Ice Company, 
and all the trade of twenty-two cities 
throughout New England. 

The new company will issue $38,000,000 of 
5 per cent. bonds, $3,000,000 of 6 per cent. 
preferred stock, and $10,000,000 of common 
stock. The bonds and preferred stock of 
the new company will be used in purchas- 
ing the securities of the subsidiary com- 
panies which will be taken over. It is 
expected that under the combined manage- 
ment a saving of 10 per cent. will be ef- 
fected, and that this will pay 4 per cent. 
of the common stock, which is issued on 
the basis of the present earning capacity. 


TENDENCY TO DIVORCE DECRIED 


Bishop Scarborough Also Criticises 
Women Hatless in Public.

TRENTON, May i14.—In the diocesan 
convention of New Jersey of the Episcopal 
Church Bishop Scarborough, in his ad- 
dress delivered in old St. Michael’s Church 
to the delegates, made some emphatic re- 
marks concerning divorce, and cordially 
denounced the tendency of society to un- 
canonical practices. He also called atten- 
tion to the growing practice of women 
appearing hatless in public places, and 
while this was general at the seashore 
resorts, it has become general during the 


mild season, and had been extended to 
attendance at divine worship, which, he 
thought, was not a consistent practice, and 
he hoped it would be discontinued.

Kingstown Still Safe When the Latest 

CASTRIES, St. Lucia, May 13.—It has 
just been officially reported that there 
were 1,600 dead, up to yesterday, in St. 
Vincent. 

The Soufriére volcano on St. Vincent 
is still in destructive eruption. A terrif- 
ic cannonade can be heard a hundred 
miles away. The reports are followed by 
columns of smoke rising miles in the air. 


Immense balls of colored fire also is- | 
sue from the crater, lightning is playing 
fiercely in the upper sky, and the whole 
northern part of the island is one mass 
of traveling flame. 

It is impossible to reach the burning 


district by land or sea, and there are no 
the 


means of estimating destruction 
wrought to property. 
Kingstown, the capital of St. Vincent, 
is still safe, though showers of ashes and 
pebbles are continually falling on the 
town. 
The volcano itself is invisible. 


LONDON, May 14.—The Governor of 
the Windward Islands, Sir Robert B. 
Llewelyn, has telegraphed to the Colo- 
nial Office from St. Vincent, under date 
of May 13, as follows: 

“I arrived here yesterday and I found 
the state of affairs much worse than had 
been stated. The Administrator's re- 
ports show that the country on the east 
coast, between Robin Rock and George- 
town, was apparently struck and devas- 
tated in a manner similar to that which 
destroyed St. Pierre, and I fear that 
practically all living things in that ra- 
dius were killed. 

“Probably 1,600 persons lost their 
lives. The exact number.will never be 
known. Managers and owners of the es- 
tates, with their families, and several of 
the better class of people have been 
killed. A thousand.bodies have been 
found and buried. One hundred and sixty 
persons are in the hospital at George- 
town. Probably only six of this number 
will recover. 

“The details of the disaster are too 
harrowing for description. 

“T got, at St. Lucia, a coasting steam- 
er, which is running up and down the 
leeward coast with water and provisions, 
Twenty-two hundred persons have re- 
ceived relief. 

“T have asked for medical officers 
from Trinidad and Grenada. All the 
neighboring British colonies are assisting 
generously. Every efofrt is being made 
to grapple with the awful calamity. 

“ All the best sugar estates in the Carib 
country are devastated and the cattle 
are dead. 

“The eruption continues, but is appar- 
ently moderating. 

*‘ Anxiety is still felt. All the officers 
and residents are co-operating with me. 
The ladies are making clothing.” 


FUND FOR ST. VINCENT VICTIMS. 


Opened at the London Mansion House 
—British Government Blamed 
for Inactivity. 


LONDON, May 15.—At the request of the 
Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, the Colo- 
nial Secretary, Sir Joseph Dimsdale, the 
Lord Mayor of London, has opened a fund 
at the Mansion House for the relief of the 
victims of the volcanic eruption on the 
Island of St. Vincent. 

At a dinner of the West Indian Club, held 
in London last night, the Hon. Arthur 
Ponsonby declared that, in view of the gen- 
erosity shown by President Roosevelt and 
the American people toward the Martin- 
ique sufferers, the people of Great Britain 
should not be behindhand in emulating 
President Roosevelt's example and helping 
their own countrymen in St. Vincent. Mr. 
Ponsonby said he feared, however, that 
the fashion of donating funds for the succor 
of the victims of the disaster on the French 
island set by King Edward might lead Eng- 
lishmen to overlook their suffering kins- 
men at St. Vincent. 

Cc. T. Cox, the administrator of’the Island 
of St. Kitts, spoke in the same strain. He 
said: 

“American philanthropy showers upon 
Martinique, yet no one in England has any 
idea how severely the inhabitants of the 
Island of St. Vincent must suffer, not only 
from loss of life, but from the loss of their 


trade, which, in normal times. is carried 
on on the hand-to-mouth basis.”

MONON RAILROAD PURCHASED. 


Bought by the Louisville and the South- 
ern Jointly—Independent Entrance 
Into Chicago for the Southern. 


The Louisville and Nashville and the 
Southern Railway jointly have purchased 
the Chicago, Indianagplis and Louisville, 
better known as the ‘‘Monon” route. This 
statement is made on the highest authority, 
although a definite official announcement 
could not be obtained yesterday. 

The financier, who desired to have his 
name withheld, said that he was not at 
liberty to disclose the details of the trans- 
action, as these had better come from of- 
ficial sources. 

The above statement confirms, in a meas- 
ure, the many reports of a contemplated 
consolidation of the Chicago, Indianapolis 
and Louisville with one of these two South- 
ern railway. systems, and it means that 
hereafter the Southern Railway and the 
Louisville and Nashville will have and ab- 
solutely control an independent entrance 
into Chicago. 

The affairs of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville and the Southern Railway have been 
prominently in the public eye since the 
events of last month, when the control of 
the Louisville and Nashville was wrested 
from August Belmont and his associates 
and was lodged in the hands of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., mainly, so it was said, through 


the efforts of John W. Gates, who had 
bought control of the property and who was 
said to have sold it to the Morgans. 

A great many people, however, profess 
still to believe that the outcome of the 
Gates purchases in Louisville and Nash- 
ville was premeditated, and that the “ cor- 
ner’ in the stock was averted, not because 
Mr. Gates wanted to give away more prof- 
its, but because his principals saw that they 
had control, which was all they wanted. 
Since then both Louisville and Nashville 
and Southern Railway have been very 
strong. When the stock of the Chicago, In- 
dianapolis and Louisville began to show 
strength some two weeks ago, rumors that 
it had been or would be purchased for one 
or the other of these companies became 
very thick. 

President McDoel of the Chicago, Indian- 
apolis and Louisville, while denying that 
the road had been sold, admitted that such 
a purchase would be a logical one for the 
two Southern systems, which he said would 
some day have to get into Chicago without 
depending on their connections. This has 
now been accomplished. 

The agra ndianapolis and Louisville 
ecntrols a line of road from Louisville to 
Chicago, with good terminal facilities in 
both cities. 

.The entrance of the road into Louisville is 
via the Kentucky and Indiana bridge, 
which it owns jointly with the Baltimore 
and Ohio and the Southern Railway. From 
there the road runs'via New Albany, Md., 
to Michigan City, a distance of 289 miles. 
Thé@ entrance into Chicago is by the Chi- 
cago and Western Indiana, in which the 
Monon has a one-fifth interest. There is 
also a line from Indianapolis to the In- 
diana State line, a distance of 162 miles, 
and the road has several branches, so that 
its total mileage reaches 546 miles. 

The amount of stock authorized and is- 
sued is $5,000,000 preferred and $10,500,000 
common stock, making a total of $15,500,- 
000. On the preferred stock semi-annual 
dividends of 2 per cent. have been paid 
since October, 1900. The company has a 
funded debt of $13,542,000. J. P. Morgan & 
Co. acquired a controlling interest in the 
company in the Spring of 1899, but the 
road has been operate i at and in- 
dependently, although it has not been a 
rate disturber. 

The Louisville and Nashville is a system 
of about 4,000 miles, and-+its main line 
runs from Louisville and Cincinnati to 
New Orleans. It has many branches, and 
reaches almost every important city in 
Kentucky, Tennessee, and Alabama. The 
Southern Railway is a system of some 
6.000 miles, and it has been known as a 
Morgan road since 1893, when the property 
was reorganized.

Gov. Mouttet Placed a Cordon 
Around St. Pierre. 


THE STORY OF A SURVIVOR 


Dr. Artier Tells How the Authorities 
Had Declared Danger Past—His 
Own Remarkable Escape. 


LONDON, May 15.—The correspondent 
of The Daily Mail at Barbados, B. W. L., 
who visited St. Pierre on board the Royal 


Dr. Artier, who almest miraculously es- 
that when the Gov- 
ernor of Martinique, M. L. Mouttet, and 
the insular officials had declared all dan- 
ger from an eruption of Mont Pelée to be 
past, a cordon of armed soldiers and po- 
licemen was placed around the town to 
prevent the people from leaving. 

Dr. Artier, however, went to the sub- 
urb of Morne Rouge. He was riding 
back to St. Pierre when the explosion oc- 
curred. 

He turned and fled precipitately across 
the mountains to Fort de France. 

With the exception of the prisoner who 
was confined in a dungeon at the time of 
the explosion, Dr. Artier is really the sole 
survivor of St. Pierre. 

Sir Frederic M. Hodgson, the Governor 
of Barbados, British West Indies, for= 
warded to the Colonial Office to-day the 
report of the Colonial Secretary, who has 
just returned from a visit to St, Pierre, 
Martinique. It confirms the worst ace 
counts of the disaster. 

The Secretary compares the ignited 
matter, which destroyed everything 
within an area of ten miles long by six 
wide, to burning sealing wax. He adds, 
significantly, that the services of doc- 
tors are not required, as there are no 
wounded persons. 

Gov. Hodgson estimates that two mill- 
ion tons of dust from the Island of St. 
Vincent fell on the Island of Barbados. 


FIRE AT FORT DE FRANCE? . 


Reported as Seen from the St. Lucia 
Signal Station—The Desolation 
at St. Pierre. 


CASTRIES, Island of St. Lucia, May 
14.—The St. Lucia signal. station here re- 
ports having seen a conflagration last 
night in the direction of Fort de France, 
Martinique. 

The British steamer Savan, Capt. 
Hunter, arrived here this morning and 
reports Mont Pelée to be still in eruption. 
The trend of the flow from the volcano 
is to the north. 

The searching parties which are remove 
ing the dead from St. Pierre have discov- 
ered safes and molten precious metal in 
stores and dwellings of the town. No 
one is permitted to penetrate into St. 
Pierre beyond the street running along 
the sea front, and a cordon of soldiers 
has been placed around the town. 

The St. Pierre Cathedral is all down 
with the exception of one tower, and of 
the theatre the walls alone are now 
standing. The convent, which contained 
200 girls and 36 nuns, has disappeared, 
as has the college, where 70 boys and 22 
priests and professors were domiciled. 

Many thrilling and hairbreadth escapes 
from the eruption of Mont Pelée are re- 
ported. 


CASTRIES, Island of St. Lucia, Tues- 
day, May 13.—The correspondent of The 
Associated Press here has visited St. 
Pierre, Martinique, by the relieving 
steamer Kenneth. The destruction there 
is appalling. The streets are two feet 
deep in ashes and cinders, which cover 
thousands of dead bodies, scorched black 
and shiny as if they had been plunged 
into boiling pitch. Many of the dead 
were never touched by the volcanic fire, 
and some of the houses and woodwork 
destroyed show no signs of burning. 

At Moullage, in the southwestern por- 
tion of St. Pierre, the Town Hall is still 
standing as high as the first story, while 
at the fort, in the northwestern part of 
St. Pierre, the most massive stonework 
is calcined. 

The church tower, built by the Jesuits 
two centuries ago, of Cyclopean mason- 
work, is now like a huge heap of old 
metal. 

Soldiers are guarding property from 
prowling ghouls, who are robbing the 
dead. They meet with severe punishment 
when caught. 

The stench throughout St. Pierre is ter. 
ribly offensive. The streets are still ob- 
structed with huge piles of débris and 
dead bodies. The work of clearing the 
thoroughfares will necessitate the em- 
ployment of large numbers of men for 
many months. 

Moullage Rouge, near St. Pierre, is 
preserved and Basse Pointe and Macouba 
are yet unhurt. But the crater is still 
active and smoke and ashes are blowing 
steadily northward. The surviving in- 
habitants are trying to cross from Mar- 
tinique to the Island of Dominica in 
boats. Many drowning casualties are re- 


ported.

THE PRESIDENT’S COMMITTEE. 


All of Those Named by Mr. Roosevelt 
Respond—Col. Brainard to Re- 


ceive Supplies Here. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Practically all 
of those who were named by the PresNtent 
to serve on the Martinique Relfef Commit- 
tee have wired their acceptance and have 
indicated a willingness to enter heartily 
into the work of raising and receiving con- 
tributions in aid of the sufferers. Already 
large amounts are reported as having been 


| received, and the President is much grati- 

fied at the prompt response to his appeal. 

Col. D. L. Brainard, Commissary of Sub- 
sistence, United States Army, purchasing 
commissary, Army Building, ew York 
City, is designated by the Secretary of War 
to take charge of any contributions that 
may be made by citizens of New York and 
other cities for the sufferers in the French 
West Indies, and which the citizens’ com- 
mittees may wish forwarded through the 
War Department. All stores should be 
turned over to Col. Brainard, who will pre- 
pare the same for shipment, giving receipts 
and rendering account to the Commissary 
General of Subsistence of afl stores re- 
ceived and disposition made. 

Secretary Root to-day accepted the offer 
; Of Louis Klopsch of The Christian Herald 
to send 1,000 barrels of flour to the Mar- 
tinique sufferers and directed that the flour 
be carried on a Government transport to 
the stricken islanders. The offer to send 
twenty trained nurses will not be acted on 
until it is known whether or not they will 
be needed. 


RELIEF MEASURE HUNG UP. 


House Committee Will Not Report It 
Unless the Necessity for $300,000 
More ts Apparent.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—The resolution 
passed by the Senate, in accordance with 
the President's message, recommending 
that $500,000 be appropriated for the vol- 
cano sufferers, is now hung up in the 
House Committee on Appropriations. It 
may yet be passed. There is no disposition 
upon the part of Mr. Cannon's committee 
to hold it up, but there is apparently a 
feeling that the Senate was too precipitate. 

The present intention of Mr. Cannon and 
his colleagues is to report the resolution 
favorably, provided it appears that the 
end of the $200,000 appropriation is in 
sight. As soon as that information is im- 
parted the resolution will be reported. If 
the executive departments think a less 
sum than the extra $300,000 will be needed, 
then the committee will undoubtedly 
amend the resolution. If the departments 
do not report that the first appropriation 
is used up the resolution will never get 
out of committee. 

In short, the House committee .seems to 
think that the Senate hastily appropriated 
a sum of money merely because the Pres- 
lent suggested it and without inquiring 
whether it would be needed, Mr. Cannon 
and his colleagues are willing to spend the 
money, but are determined tirst to be as- 
sured that it is necessary. 


CARIBS IN THE WEST INDIES. 


Description of a Race Which the Catas- 

trophe Has Apparentiy Wiped Out 
in St. Vincent. 
book called ‘‘ The Storied West 
Indies,’ written by Frederick A. Oher and 
published by D. Appleton & Co,, there 
appear descriptions of the Caribs, the last 
survivors of which race apparently have 
been wiped out of existence by the vol- 
canic eruptions. 

**In the last decade of the fifteenth cen- 
tury,’’ says the author, “ the area occupied 
|; or controlled by the Caribs in the West 
Indies extended, roughly speaking, from 10 
degrees to 20 degrees north latitude, or 
from Trinidad to Hispaniola. Their orig- 
inal home was probably in the northern 
part of South America, from the Amazon 
to Venezuela, Caribs being still found i 
a state of savagery in the Guianas. Th 
|; Spaniards have left but scant matertal for 
an estimate of these people, but preferably 
from a quaint book called the ‘ History of 
the Caribby Islands,’ published in England 
more than two hundred years ago, we may 
learn much of their appearance. 

“The English author says: ‘They go 
about stark naked—all alike, men, women, 
and children; though the Christians have 


conversed very much among them, yet 
have all their persuasions to induce them 
to cover themselves been to no purpose. 
* * * Of the thunder, which they call 
God's voice, they are very much afraid, 
and they are prone to leave their houses 
after the death of an inmate. As to divi- 
sion of labor, the men make the hats, pro- 
cure fish and game, and some also labor 
in the fields, The women attend to the 
domestic duties, paint their husbands with 
**roucou,” spin yarn, and weave ham- 
mocks.’ 

‘This author mentions a peculiar fact, 
which I also noted when I was living with 
the descendants of the Caribs, and tha 
is: The Caribs have an ancient and natura 
language, such as is peculiar to them, and 
also a bastard speech, with foreign words, 
chiefly Spanish, intermixed. Among them- 
selves they always use the natural, but 
in conversing with Christians the corrupt, 
speech. The women also have a different 
speech from the men.”’ 

In a chapter on Barbados, Tobago, and 
Trinidad, Mr. Ober says: 

“On the windward side of St. Vincent 
reside the last remnants of the black Car- 
ibs, who a hundred years ago gave battle 
stoutly to the British invaders ef their 
tropical domain. They differ from the only 
other family of Caribs (in Dominiea) in 
being very dark of hue, and this is ex- 

lained by the wrecking of a slave shi 

ere in the latter part of the seventeenth 

century, the survivors of the disaster hav- 
ing intermarried with the native Indians, 
In the year 1785, after committing t 
cruelties, the black Caribs were subdued, 
the major portion of them expatriate@ to 
the coast of Honduras, and their chief, 
Black Bulla, gibbeted alive in chains, suf- 
ae eo terments for a week before 
ne died.”’

FRANCE SENDS HER THANKS. 


Mr. Bliss Requests All Bodies to Co- 
operate With Him as the Treas- 
urer of the President's Com- 
mittee—Ample Supplies 
Assured for the Isl- 


and’s Survivors. 


With the departure of the cruiser Dixie 
the work of the United States Army offi- 
cials stationed here has ended for a while. 
No orders to spend any more money for 
the survivors on Martinique had been re- 
ceived last night by Major Von Schrader, 
who is in charge at the Army Building, but 
he and Col, Brainard are expecting fur- 
ther instructions at any moment, inasmuch 
as the Senate has passed the bill for a 
much larger appropriation. 

The Chamber of. Commerce met yester- 
day afternoon to ratify the action taken by 
President Jesup in ordering relief supplies 
and to provide for further funds for the 
sufferers. Mr. Jesup, in opening the meet- 
ing, said that he thought all the members, 
100 of whom were present, ought to feel 
grateful for an opportunity of sending help 
to the stricken island. He was sure New 
York, as usual, would do her part in the 
work of relief. 

Ex-Mayor Abram 8S. Hewitt then spoke 
briefly. He said that he expected by the 
time the committee of the Chamber met 
to-day to receive a cable message to the 
effect that the supplies from the steam- 
ship Madiana had already been delivered 
on the island. This vessel was due at 
Fort de France from St. Thomas yesterday. 
The Chambér, owing to Mr. Jesup’s ad- 
vance measures of two days ago, had ar- 
ranged’ that the stores on her should be 
bought on arrival and given to the hungry 
thousands. { ; 


THE CHAMBER'S RESOLUTIONS. 


Mr. Hewitt introduced the following res- 
olutions; which were adopted: 


Whereas, the French Island of Martinique, one 
of the colonial possessions of our ancient and 
well beloved ally, whose assistance at a critical 
time secured to us the blessings of independence, 
has been overwhelmed by a volcanic eruption, 
destroying the lives of 30,000 of its inhabitants, 
and, reducing many more to a state of impending 
starvation, 

And Whereas, Other islands in the Caribbean 

Sea are threateried with a similar catastrophe, 
calling for the sympathy and the aid of the whole 
civilized world, 
« Therefore be it Resolved, That the Chamber of 
Commerce of the State of New York, mourning 
for the dead and full of compassion for the liv- 
ing, thus suddenly reduced to a condition of 
actual starvation, calls upon its members to pro- 
vide the means for immediate succor to its neigh- 
bors in their dire distress, and, with that end 
in view, hereby constitutes a committee of sixty 
to be named by the President of the Chamber 
with power to add to their numbers and appoint 
their own officers, whose duty it shall be to 
provide at once for the forwarding of the neces- 
sary supplies to be secured by the contributions 
of its members and of such other persons as may 
desire to assist In this labor of love and duty. 

Resolved, That the committee, so constituted, 
be instructed to co-operate with any similar 
committees which may be constituted by other 
organizations for this purpose, in order to econo- 
mize effort, prevent waste, and furnish such 
adequate supplies as may be required by the 
Magnitude of the calamity. 

Resolved, That the Chamber of Commerce in- 
dorse the recommendation of the President of 
the United States and the action of Congress in 
making a large appropriation of money and 
the provision of ships and supplies for the re- 
lief of the stricken people of the ruined islands. 

Resolved, That eontributions in money may 
be sent directly to the Chamber of Commerce, 
whose Secretary will promptly acknowledge the 
receipt thereof, and pay the same over to the 
Treasurer who may be designated by the Gen- 
eral Committee. 

Resolved, That the action of his Honor Mayor 
Low in appealing for public aid is heartily in- 
dorsed, and that any money thus provided will 
be paid into the general fund. 

Resolved, That the wise and energetic action 
of the President of the Chamber in promptly 
securing the cargoes of food now en route to the 
various Winward Islands is heartily approved, 
and that the Chamber hereby guarantees the 
payment of any outlay which may thus have 
been incurred, 

Resolved, That the committee constituted under 
these resolutions shall meet for organization on 
Thursday, May 15, at 2 o’clock P. M. at the 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce.

Pierre came orders were given to complete 
the yacht's fittings at once, so that an 
early visit might be made to the West 
India islands. 

With her coal bunkers filled, sails bent, 
and tanks full of water the MHelenita 
steamed away from her berth at Morris 
Heights at 8 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. and Mrs. Gould boarded the yacht off 
West Thirty-fifth Street. The owner's pri- 
vate signal and the New York Yacht Club 
pennant were hoisted, the yacht being for- 
mally placed in commission. After a short 
spin down the bay, where the compass was 
adjusted, the MHelenita returned to an 
anchorage off West Thirty-fifth Street. 

Stores will be taken on board to-day, and 
by to-morrow night the owner and his 
guests hope to be well on their way to Mar- 
tinique. Judging from the speed.shown by 
the Helenita during her recent trials on 
the Hudson she should be able to reach 


her destination aimost as soon as the Dixie, 
which sailed last night, 

The Helenita was launched on March 23 
from the yards of the Gas Engine gna 
Power Company and the Charles L, - 
bury Company, The vessel was named by 
Mrs. Gould, whe was formerly Miss Helen 
Kelly, the daughter of the late Commodore 
Edward Kelly. \ 

The yacht’s principal dimensions are: 
Length over ali, 185 feet; water line, 150 
feet; beam, 22 feet; draught, 8 feet. She 
is fitted with triple expansion engines and 
water tube boilers of the my 4 type. She 
steamed 19.46 miles an hour on _ her official 
trial. Blanchard Gardner is Captain and 
Jesse Owen chief engineer.

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THE COSTA RICAN REVOLT. 
It Was Short-Lived, and Few of the 
Troops Proved Themseives 
Disloyal.

NEW ORLEANS, May 14.—Col, Lamar C. 
Quintero, Censul of Costa Rica in New 
Orleans, returned last night from San 
José where he attended the inauguration 
of Ascension Esquival as President of the 
Costa Riean Republic and witnessed the 
quelling of the incipient revolution May 3. 

Col. Quintero states that on the morn- 
ing after the revolt the rebellious forces 
had surrendered and the ringleaders were 
jailed. Several prominent Costa Ricans 
were killed before quiet was restored, and 
there are now imprisoned for complicity in 
the outbreak, Gen, Dionisio Arias and his 


five sons, José J. Ligzano, Fernando 
Iglesias, Horatio Carrauza, Selim Bonilla, 
edro Guevara, and Celso Barahoma, be- 
sides a number of soldiers. 


From the statements of Col. - Quintero 
the revo}t was purely military and com- 
paratively a small portion of the Costa 
Rican troops proved disloyal to the Gov- 
ernment. Indeed, the: revolt only mani- 
fested itself in two quarters, the Com- 
pendence De Plaza, under command of 
Gen. Arias, and the Cuartel Principal, Gen. 
Arias and the commander of the. Cuartel 
Principal declared for Don Demetrio Igle- 
sias, a brother of Don Rafael Iglesias, as 
President. Don Demetrio was greatly sur- 
prised, as he and his brother were stanch 
supporters of President Esquival. 

‘When Don Demetrio flatly declined to 
yermit the use of his name and proclaimed 
is fidelity to Esquival, Gen. Arias declared 
that if the ex-President’s brother would not 
take the Presidency he would take it him- 
self. The news of the revolt created great 
excitement, for the Costa Ricans are peace- 
loving, and there has been no revolution for 
thirty years. ; 

Troops were called out by Hsquival and 
the town was put under martial law. Gen. 
Arias attempted.to take possession, with 
his men, in the Cuartel Artilleria, and when 
the attempt was resisted Major Cerdas, the 
loyal commander, was shot by Arias's or- 
ders. Major Pacheco of the revolting forces 
was shot and killed before the Cuartel 
Principal surrendered. It is understood 
that the loss of life outside of the two of- 
ficers mentioned was light. 


CATTLE PRICES GO HIGHER. 


Price in Chicago $7.60 Yesterday, the 
Highest in Twenty Years—Sheep 
and Hogs Up.

CHICAGO, May 14.—Cattle prices were 
higher in the Union Stock Yards in Chicago 
to-day than for the last twenty years. The 
top price of the day, $7.60, was 10 cents in 
advance of the high mark last week. All 
the offerings were snapped up, and 
buyers clamored for more. The receipts 


fell below the estimates, amounting to 13,- 
O00 head. 

Both shippers and .commisison men at- 
tribute the unusual market to the scarcity 
of the supply of beef. eattle and to the 
fact that cattle men are no longer alarmed 
over the pending proceedings against the 
packers charged with maintaining a beef 
trust, Cattle buyers believe the present 
high prices will continue and that. they 
may even go higher. 

Not only did eattle prices go skyward, 
but the prices of hogs and sheep made 
record marks for the year. The market 
throughout was active and strong. There 
was an unusual demand for feeding cattle, 
which remained unsatisfied. 

While the cattie market was booming 
and the buyers for the packers were rush- 
ing around for choice offerings, Deputy 
United eg Marshals. with bunches of 
subpoenas in their pockets, were hunting 
down the packers. he subpoenas, thirty- 
four in number, are the formal notice of the 
filing of the Bilt for an injunction. Attor- 
ney John 8. Miller is expected to enter an 
appearance for all the defendants served 
when the time comes.

DR. RICHEY’S REPLY. 
His Letter to the Trustees—The Latter 
Said te Have Withdrawn 
Their Charges. 

Through a student of the General Theo- 
logical Seminary, the Rev. Dr. Thomas 
Richey'’s letter was made public last night 
answering the charges brought by the 
Board of Trustees, to show cause why he 
should resign from the chair of Eccle- 


siastical History in the seminary. At a 


meeting held on Tuesday, the Trustees 
charged Dr. Richey with remdining away 
from lectures, with net occupying his place 
for weeks at a time, and with being too 
aged and infirm properly to conduct the 
duties of his position. 

The student informant said last night 
that the Trustees had sent Dr. Richey a 
letter, in which they withdrew these 
charges. 

Dr. Richey’s letter says in part: “‘ The 
other two grounds alleged [referring to 
neglect of duty] m to me to disclose a 
desire simply to effectuate my removal re- 
gatdiess of the grounds tupon which the 
object is accomplished, and without a very 
serupplous regard to the methods resorted 
to. Whese charges are manifestly a mere 
afterthought intended to furnish an excuse 
upon which the ofiginal putpose might be 
accomplished. 

‘When I proposed to be absent for a few 
days in order to attend the consécration of 
the Rev. Dr. Olmsted to the Episcopate in 

olorado, my work for the year with the 
classes had en accomplished, and exam- 
inations were appointed to begin in the 
same week. In View of this proposed ab- 
senee, I wrote to the Very Rev. Dean, in- 
forming him of my desire, to which no ob- 
jection was made, and [ supposed, from 
the custome hitherto prevailing in the semi- 
nary, that such intimation, provided no ob- 
jection were raised te my action, implied 
that consent on his part which the statutes 
are said to require. 

“ However precise may be the details of 
these statutes, the administration ef af- 
fairs in the seminary has hitherto pro- 
ceeded, so far as my knowlease extends, 
upon the assumption that all that was re- 
quired in case of temporary absence was 
such mutual understanding. between the 
Dean and the proféssor as would naturally 
result from Se Souiveniee usually prevail- 
ing amon ntlemen. 

F With Start to the fault imputed to me 
on account the want of my persona! 
presenee at the examinations, my purpose 
and intent were to make such provisions 
as the laws of the seminary required. 

“For nearly twenty-five years I have 
faithfully and diligently performed to the 
best of my ability my duties to the semi- 
nary, without ever ae received an in- 
timation that my wo was not satis- 
factory.”

PARTY OF SCIENTISTS ABOARD 


The Trip to the Scourged Isiand May 
Take Six Days with Steady Weather 
—The Crew’s Proclamation. 


The United States cruiser Dixie sailed 
from Brooklyn last night for Martinique, 
earrying food and supplies for the sufferers 
by the voleanic eruption on that island. 
The cargo of the Dixie is estimated at 2,500 
tons, and will, it is said, be sufficient to 
feed the people of the island for ten days, 
Vhe buik of the eargo was purchased out 
ef, the appropriation of $200,000 made by 
Congress for the relief of the sufferers, bul 
there were contributions from other 
sources,

$5,000 on board. 

From the time the Dixie docked at the 
Joralemon Street Wharf Tuesday afternoon 
at 5 o'clock until the gangplank was pulled 
up and the vessel cast off at 9:30 o'clock 
last night, two shifts of 250 men have 
worked night and day loading the cruiser. 
As the Dixie is equipped as a war vessel 
it was impossible to use a boom in loading 
her, and in consequence each sack of sup- 
plies stowed away in her hold and on her 
decks had to be carried on board sep- 
arately. 

Capt. Berry and Lieutenant Commander 
Wildner personally supervised the work of 
loading the ship. The work was, however, 
directly in charge of Major Hoffman. The 
distribution of the Dixie’s supplies in Mar- 
tinique will be in charge of Major Hugh 
J. Gallagher and Capt. Sewell of the Com- 
missary Bureau of the War Department. 
They are aboard the Dixie. There is also 
a detachment of the Hospital Corps of the 


regular army aboard,’ under the command 


of Lieuts. Church, Riley, and Clayton. 
Lieut. Church was with the Rough Riders 
in Cuba, and distinguished himself at San 
Juan. 

In addition to her officers and crew, num- 
bering in all about 250 men, the officers 
of the army and members of the Hospital 
Corps, the Dixie carries a distinguished 
party of scientific men. The _ scientists 
aboard are as follows: Prof. Thomas 


Augustus Jaggar, instructor of geology in 
Harvard University and an expert in re- 
gard to voleanoes; Prof. Robert 'T. Hill of 
the United States Geological Survey, and 
author of a work on the West Indies; Prof, 
I. C, Russell of the University of Michigan, 
Capt. C. E. Barchgrevink, antarctic ex- 
plorer; George Curtis, scientist and 
model maker, and Edmund O. Hovey, 
geologist of the New York Museum 
of Natural History; George Kennan, trav- 
eler and author, and eighteen newspaper 
correspondents representing various papers 
in New York and elsewhere, were also of 
the party. 

Messrs. Hill, Curtis, Russell, and Capt. 
Borchgrevink are making the trip under 
the auspices of the National Geographical 
Scelety. They had an exciting time about 
their passage. When they reached the 
cruiser yesterday afternoon they found that 
Capt. Berry had received no orders to take 
them aboard. They used the telegraph wires 
between Brooklyn and Washington for sev- 
eral hours. About 4 o'clock their anxiety 
was relieved by the receipt of a telegram 
from the President of the National Geo- 
graphical Society, W. J. McGee, statin 
that President Rooseyelt had telegraphec 
Capt. Berry to give them passage. The 
President's telegram to Capt. Berry was 
received about the same time. 

Prof. Hill is thoroughly familiar with the 
geological conditions’ which prevailed in 
Martinique before the eruption of Mont 
Pelée, having made an inspection of the isl- 
and less than two years ago, He said that 
the eruption had undoubtedly made great 
topographic and hydrographic changes. 

“If the city of St. Pierre is to be rebuilt,"’ 
said Prof. Hill, ‘‘it will very likely be re- 
built upon the débris of the old city. Such 
is the fertility of the tropics that this débris 
will all be covered with vegetation in a 
year. The laya from Mont Peléé, which is 
of the andesite character, flows quickly 
and will cool rapidly. In these respects it 
ig different from the lava of Mount Vesu- 
vius, which is what is known as black ba- 
saltie, thick and slow flowing. Whether or 
not St. Pierre is to be rebuilt will depend 
largely upon whether or not its water sup- 
ly has been destroyed. It had one of the 
inest water supplies in the world, It came 
from mountain streams and the flow was 
so Swift that the water company gave in- 
structions to the people to keep their fau- 
cets open all the time.” 

The loading of the Dixie was watched 
throughout the day by a curious crowd 
Many women friends of the officers and 
passengers went aboard during the day. 
Much amusement was furnished by the 
ship’s mascot, a monkey, which was se- 
cured on the Island of Teneriffe during the 
Dixie's European cruise. 


THE SAILORS’ MANIFESTO. 


During the afternoon a delegation of sail- 
ors approached the correspondents assem- 


bled on the cruiser’'s deck, and asked that ; 


the following document, which the spokes- 
man.said was a proclamation to the Ameri- 
ean people, be published: 

“The men of the United States Steamer 


Dixie what are on board are boys that 
were most of them granted ten days’ 
leave, but owing to the orders sent from 
the Dixie to go to the relief of the stricken 
people of this island of Martinique about 
sixty men who did not get away quick 
enough were obliged, by orders, to stay 
and help get stores and coal into the ship, 
and they certainly deserve great praise 
for their work. Even if they were disap- 
ointed in regard to their furlough, they 
orn to get an extension when they arrive 
in the States again. The men have worked 
so hard, and so much work had to be done, 
that they have not been able to get shore 
leave. Only a few of the ship’s company 
have been ashore, Most of the boys are 
glad to make the trip and help the Dix: 
make a name for herself, so hurrah for 
the Dixie and her crew!"

CINCINNATI BANK LOANS. 


The Report that $25,000,000 Had Been 
Sent to the East Pronounced 


Untrue.

CINCINNATI, May 14.—The local finan- 
cial community was thrown into excitement 
to-day by the report that Cincinnati! bank- 
ing institutions were lending $#25,000,000 in 
the East. Bankers were at a loss to figure 
how such a large sum could be loaned te 
oulside parties, when the total deposits of 
the National banks _in this eity are but 
little more than $30,550,000, and 25 per cent. 
of this amount must be held as a legal re- 
serve fund. 

Investigation shows that_about $2,000,000 
has been shipped to New York ne the 
past ten days, and that a number of loans 
have been called to furnish this sum. Sev- 
eral private individuals have availed them- 
selves of the high rates prevailing in the 
East. and one capitalist alone has loaned 
$500,000 to New York people. There are 
only four of the local banks lending money 
on an extensive scale in New York, and 
it is believed that these institutions average 
about $500,000 apiece. 

Money loaned at 4 to § per cent. at call 
in the local market to-day. and in one or 
two instances country banks aceepted call 
loans backed with Gevernment bonds as 
collateral at 3% per cent., one loan of $10,000 

| and another of $9,000 being placed at this 
rate.

Then Mr. Reid arose and began his ad- 
dress, speaking in part as follows: 

“It would be an extraordinary person 
who'could listen to these words and face 
this assemblage without deep sensibility 
and the warmest appreciation. You will 
not, I am sure, imagine me ungrateful. 

“You have referred to the approach- 
ing ceremonials in London, The event to 
be commemorated is one to which special 


attention and honor have been habitually 
extended among civilized nations since dip- 
lomatic intercourse between them began. 
The duty in connection with it with which 
the President has honored me has ever 
been prized as a high trust and signal dis- 
tinction. But no event quite like this has 
occurred within modern history; and it has 
been the duty of mo Special Ambassador 
before to carry under. similar’ circum- 
Stances the friendly messages of such a 
people. 

**On the one hand, in a Government on 
which the sun never sets, it is the first 
change at its head for two-thirds of a cent- 
ury, and marks the constitutional and or- 
derly succession by the eldest son to the 
best beloved sovereign the English-speaking 
race has ever known. On the other hand, 
the congratulations and good wishes your 
representative is charged to present, come 
from what is now clearly the greatest com- 
pact and united body of self-governing peo- 
ple that has ever r»peared on the tide of 
time, and are to be carried to that people's 
nearest cf kin. 

“The duty thus undertaken is one I did 
not seek. But when it was laid upon me by 
the President of my country it became a 
trust which few citizens could be high 
enough to decline, and which I was certain- 
ly proud. to accept. 

“Gentlemen in search of issues for the 
next campaign had not then, however, in- 
structed me that we should be abjuring the 
Declaration of Independence, if we dared to 
aco like the other nations of the world, 
the invitation of a friendly sovereign and 
or him a customary international civil- 

y. 

“The latest notion of the issue searchers 
impeaches the President's power to send an 
embassy. He can send no diplamtic agent, 
they say, without the previous action of 
the Senate. Aré we really at war, then, still 
with Spain, the treaty of peace having 
been negotiated by an unlawful body? But 
perhaps he has full power to send diplo- 
matic agents for the gravest duty diploma- 
lists can ever approach, that of securing 
satisfaction or allowing war to be renewed, 
but must not presume. to send them only 
with messages of peace and good wiil. 

“ But, gentlemen, whoever supposes from 
this froth on the surface where the hunters 
for a campaign issue have been spouting 
that the great body of the American people, 
irrespective of party or race or section, do 
not with heart and settled judgment ap- 
srove the purpose of the President in send- 

ng this embassy is as ignorant of this gen- 
eration on American soil as he is of the one 
that preceded Columbus's discovery. 

“We trade more with Great Britain and 
her colonies than with any other two coun- 
tries in the world. We invest more capital 
under the British than under any other for- 
eign Government, and we have more British 
than any other foreign capital invested 
here. We send several times as many trav- 
elers to British ports as to any others 
atroad, and wherever else they may or may 
not travel, they always travel in England. 
We listen to more English preachers and 
scientific men and lecturers and read ten 
times as many books by English writers as 
by those of any other foreign country. 
Whether in business or in social intercourse 
or in intellectual pursuits, our most inti- 
mate relations are with Great Britain. And, 
finally, we like her better. 

“If there is one thing more desirable for 
our.country to preserve, after its liberties, 
than any other, it is honorable peace with 
all nations and the good-will of all the 
world. Especially is this true as to the 
people most important to us in trade, and 
nearest to us in character, education, be- 
liefs, and blood. We cannot if we would 
refrain from an interest in their approach- 
ing eelebration of this striking event in 
their -history. It is a high duty to show 
this kindred people that our interest is 
friendly, and to manifest, in a way so 
marked as to be worthy of our exceptional 
position, our hearty good wishes for their 
continued prosperity and happiness in 
working out their own destiny by the 
methods oftheir own choice.”’ 

When Mr. Reid finished Senator Depew 
was introduced to speak to the toast, ‘‘ The 
Senate.’’ He said in part: 

“Our public relations with our distin- 
guished guest have generally been greet- 
ings and partings, We, his friends, who ap- 
preciate and love him want him to remain 
with us, but three successive administra- 
tions have insisted on sending him abroad. 
In its best sense they have sent him abroad 
for his country’s good. 

“Two days ago the question was raised 
in the Senate whether any appropriation 
had been made for the special embassy 
The question simply was an occasion for 
making a speech. That speech and others 
assailed the making of ambassadors from 
the United States, and particularly special) 
embassies on occasions like that of the 
coronation of the King of England. These 
Senators forgot or did not care to remem- 
ber that the framers of the Constitution, a 
body which comprised the ablest patriots 
of the Revolutionary period, authorized the 
President by that instrument to appoint 
Ambassadors. 

“For 115 years we tried by refusing to 
send Ambassadors, and commissioning only 
Ministers, to break down the diplomatic 
usages of the older countries of the civil- 
ized world. But we made no progress what- 
ever. Our Ministers took rank behind on 
all occasions official and ceremonial, the 
Ambassadors of the most insignificant 
country. 

*“ Without Ambassadors, now that our 
foreign relations have become so important 
and involve so much to peace and com- 
merce, we could not conduct satisfactorily 
our business with a forcign Government. 
In every position which Mr. Reid has held, 
and they all have been difficult and deli- 
sate ones, he has maintained the dignity, 
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kerck, 
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ard, 
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ID. O. Mills, 
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prestige, and the honor of his coun 
abroad with signal ability and wisdom.” 

The Senator then left the banquet hall to 
take a train for Washington, and Chair- 
man Bliss introduced Charles Emory Smith 
who safd in the course of his response to 
the toast, *‘American Ambassadors, Past 
and Present ’’: 

“It gives me special and cullar pleas- 
ure to join in this tribute of honor to Mr. 
Reid. he feeling with which I come has 
a double character. The first is the im- 
pulse of long personal association and of 
deep regard for him as a man and a friend. 
The second is a sentiment of admiration 
for his intellectual attributes and for his 
achievements and his influence as a public 
leader. 

“ As a member of the American-Spanish 
Peace Commission he was identified with 
one of the most momentous chapters of our 
history, It was my privilege to confer 
with him at the suggestion of the.Prest{- 
dent, prior even to his appointment, and 
I found that he had, as might have been 
expected, a large conception of the duty 
and the destiny which the events of the 
war had opened before us. I found that 
he was not a little American, but a great 
American. He was not afraid of an en- 
larged America, He did not shrink from 
keeping the flag even in distant climes 
where the valor of the American Navy 
and Army had carried It. 

“Mr. Reid had these large views of 
American duty and opportunity; he went to 
Paris with them and they prevailed in the 
conclusions of the Government and in the 
action of the Peace Commission. He has 
rendered another invaluable service. In a 
series of notable public addresses which 
have had wide publication, and which have 
béen preserved in permanent form, he has 
made a consecutive and statesmanlike dis- 
cussion of the subject of expansion and of 
the questions growing out of it—a discus- 
sion that in my judgment is the most logic- 
al, just, and comprehensive development of 
the themes that has anywhere been made.” 
_At the conclusion of Mr. Smith’s address, 
Chairman Bliss referred to the presence of 
many distinguished representatives of the 
press and invited Melville E. Stone to speak 
to the toast of ‘‘The Press”’ and Clark 
Howell and Stephen O'Meara of The Bos- 
ton Journal followed briefly. 

_ Howell, in the course of his remarks 
8a rd 

‘I take particular pleasure in recognizing 
Mr. Reid as the most conspicuous exponent 
of American journalism to-day. In honor- 
ing him you honor the press of the United 
States,’’ 

Mr. O'Meara reviewed the opposition to 
expansion which had always prevailed 
wae the establishment of the republic, and 
said: 

“The opposition to expansion is not al- 
be safe ground in such a country as 
this.”’ i 

He concluded with a brief reference to 
Mr. Reid's services to the country. 

Col. Thomas G. Rapier of New Orleans 
said he was gratified to be able to express 
his concurrence in the remarks of the other 
speakers on the excellence of Mr. Reid's 
appointment. 

Col. Harvey W. Scott of Portland, Ore- 
gon, referred to expansion and predicted 
that in the larger matter of expansion be- 
yond the seas ‘‘ we would prove to be not 
inferior in power and ability to other na- 
tions, and we will govern the Philippines 
with justice and liberty."’ 


KAOLIN INTERESTS ENJOINED. 


Ex-Congressman Howe of Brooklyn 
Attacks the Concern’s Management. 
Special to The New York Times. 


NEWARK, May 14.—An injunction was 
granted by Vice Chancellor Emery here 
to-day, restraining the stockfiolders of the 
International Kaolin Company from leas- 
ing or discharging any of the property of 
the concern, a receiver for which was ap- 
pointed recently. The bill granted by the 
Vice Chancellor is returnable May.27. Ex- 
Congressman James R. Howe of Brooklyn 
is the complainant in the case, and is rep- 
resented by E. Q. Quesby & Son of this 
city, Mr. Howe alleges that he owns 470 
shares of the company’s stock valued at 
$47,000. He claims that he indorsed a prom- 


issory note of the concern for $10,000 that 
has been protested. 

The company was incorporated in De- 
cember, 1900, with an authorized capital 
stock of $1,000,000. He further asserts that 
the machinery, land, and plants of the con- 
cere would not bring over $50,000 at forced 
sale. 

“The company has contracted debts,"’ 
says the complainant, ‘‘ amounting to $73,- 
794.80, and that its net earnings have not 
exceeded $3,500. Aside from this, there 
is' an indebtedness of $2,000 due the em- 
ployes in Florida that does not appear upon 
the books, a demand note payable to W. W. 
Bradley amounting to $2,794.80, which has 
been dishonored; also a note for $20,000, 
payable to Mr. Bradley Sept. 2 next, and a 
note to the American Exchange National 
Bank for $10,000 that was protested April 
21 last. This note is also held by Mr. Brad- 
ley. There are $40,000 in debenture bonds 
that are unsecured, one hundred and twen- 
ty of which have been issued as collateral 
security for various notes on which no 
interest has ever been paid. In addition 
are accounts payable amounting’ to 
$7,377.12, besides over $2,000 for the run- 
ning expenses of the concern. 

“The cash assets are deposited as fol- 
lows: The Colonial Trust Company of New 
York, $28.67; American Exchange National 
Bank of New York, $98.24; Leesburg Bank 
at Leesburg, Fla., $2,358.08, which it is 
claimed has been paid out by the Florida 
Superintendent, besides $278.68 now in the 
hands of the Sheriff in New York City. 
The accounts receivable amounting to 
$1,335.56, making in all $4,095.15.’’ 

The notice of the appointment of a re- 
ceiver was served upon the stockholders 
of the concern, after which an effort was 
made to lease for a terms of twenty years 
all of the plants of the company which 
are located in Florida to the Atlantic 
Kaolin Company, a concern composed of 
the consumers of. the Kaolin product, which 
was only recently organized in Trenton. 


ALLEGED POLICY SHOP RAIDED. 


County Detectives Get Prisoners and 
Evidence in a Place Where Poor 
Women Played. 


County Detectives McClellan and Bren- 


nan and Policeman Walsh, who is detailed j 


at the District Attorney’s office, yester- 
day made'‘a raid on an alleged policy shop 
in the rear of a shoe store at 6 Cornelia 
Street and captured three prisoners. 

When District Attorney Jerome opened 
his mail yesterday he found a letter re- 


questing him to take some action toward 
closing a policy shop at 6 Cornelia Street. 
The writer, whose name Mr. Jerome would 
not disclose, said that the poor women cf 
the neighborhood and their children were 
playing policy continually, losing their 
money, and causing much misery in their 
homes. 

The letter was turned over to the county 
detectives, and an investigation was im- 
mediately made. McClellan, Brennan, and 
Walsh went to the vicinity of the shop, 
and for several hours watched women and 
children one in and out. 

Just when the afternoon drawings were 

\ about to be received the three officers 
; rushed into the place, taking everybody by 
surprise. Slips were being made out to a 
number of people, the detectives alleged, 
when the place was entered. 

John Faldey, sixty-six years old, and 
Robert Perch, sixty years old, who were 
captured in the place, were arrested on a 
charge of Mcese ge 3 the pore law in help- 
ing to maintain the shop. These men are 
not held as the proprietors, as the detec- 
tives think the shop was the headquarters 
for the policy ring on the west side. 

Rebecca Johnson, forty-three years old, 
colored, was also taken into custody in the 
store for causing a disturbance and at- 
tempting to get to the street. A number 
of policy slips were found on her, and she 
was held, charged with violating the policy 
law. 

On the way to the Charles Street Station, 
where .the prisoners were locked up, one 
of the men threw a bundle of policy sheets 
into the street. McClellan detected the act, 
however, and recovered them. They were 
taken to the Criminal Courts Building as 
evidence. ° 


Lumber Mill Fire at Huntington, W. Va. 

HUNTINGTON, West Va., May 14.—Fire 
broke out in R. W. Kennedy & Co.’s lumber 
mills at Ceredo, six miles west of here, to- 
day, destroying the entire plant, the sub- 
station of the Camden Inter-State Railway, 
twenty dwelling houses, and all the lumber 
in the mill yards. The loss is estimated at 
$220,000, probably one-third covered by in- 
surance. More than $80,000 worth of cigar 
box lumber alone was consumed. The fire 
has temporarily suspended street car traf- 
fic here and in half a dozen other river 
towns.

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ACCUSED OF PUTTING 
SPOILSMEN IN OFFICE 


Civil Service Reform Association 
Censures the President. | 


Removal of E. S. Maclay Described as | 
Violation of Law, and J. S. Clark- 
son Pronounced the Enemy of 
Civil Service System. 


The Civil Service Reform Association, at 
its annual meeting at the City Club last 
night, censured President Roosevelt, yet 
made him a Vice President of the organiza- 
tion. 

The meeting, which was called to act on 
the report of the Executive Committee, 
was largely attended. Carl Schurz presided, 
and speeches were made by H. E. Deming, 
Dr. L. T. Chamberlain, George Foster Pea- 
body, C. W. Watson, and others. 

The report, which was unanimously 
adopted, says that the past year, the twen- 
ty-fifth of the association, has been one of 
great activity, and continues, in part: 

“The succession to the Presidenzy and 
the election to the Mayoralty of the City of 
New York of men who, from the start, 
have given their adherence to civil serv- 
ice reform have added impetus to the 
movement and given an opportunity to both 
the National League and the association 
for real constructive work. The merit sys- 
tem, wherever it exists, has been strength- 
ened, there has been marked increase in 


interest in the subjct throughout the coun- 
try, eee among women. 

“In his first message to Congress Presi- 
dent Roosevelt expressed his intention to 
— the merit system and to extend it 
wherever practicable. The course of the 
President in making appointments and re- 
movals has been marked by a few striking 
inconsistencies. Edgar 8S. Maclay was re- 
moved from a subordinate position in the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard without compliance 
with the provisions of the removal rule re- 
quiring a statement of the cause of the re- 
moval and an opportunity to make reply, 
and under circumstances that made the 
omission conspicuous. 

‘Far more unfortunate have been the 
appointments of John 8. Clarkson—a pro- 
nounced enemy of the civil service system, 
with a record as a spoilsman, which, as 
Civil Service Commissioner, the President 
himself publicly attacked—as Surveyor of 
the Port, and of Joseph Murray as As- 
sistant Commissioner ot Immigration. The 
appointment of Murray was accomplished 
by means of a special order issued by the 
President, permitting appointment in this 
instance without examination. 

“The present Congress has shown itself 
decidedly hostile to the civil service system. 

‘In this State a proper classification by 
salaries is still lacking, but the system 
works smoothly under the present State 
Commission. 

“The number of positions excepted from 
competition in proportion to the number of 
competitive positions in the State service 
still remains excessive, and stands as a 
serious hindrance to a thorough civil serv- 
ice system. 

“The association strenuously opposed, 
but without success, the exemption from 
competitive examination of all positions in 
the Bureau of Elections in the City of New 
York. 

“Under the last administration impor- 
tant changes were made in the municipal 
rules governing promotion, as a result of 
the investigation of promotions in the Po- 
lice Department conducted by the State 
Commission. The rules, as amended, pro- 
vide that the written records of the depart- 
ment shall be acosetes as a basis for rat- 
ing character, efficiency, and conduct, and 
that seniority shall be given due weight, as 
required by law. The eligible lists, made 
up from the examinations which the in- 
vestigation of the State Commission found 
to be illegal, were cancelled, but the ap- 
pointments that had already been made 
from them were not annulled. 

“The association has felt obliged to en- 
ter an earnest protest against the number 
and character of the exemptions from com- 
petitive examination granted by the com- 
mission since Jan. 1. As is invariably the 
case on a change of administration, the 
new heads of departments. have felt it im- 
possible to carry out their work success- 
fully with the heads of bureaus and others 
with whom they come constantly in con- 
tact not in sympathy with them politically. 

*A still more serious ground for com- 
plaint has been the failure of the commis- 
sion to furnish eligible lists with sufficient 
promptness to meet the pressing needs of 
the departments, particularly for _ those 
offices newly created by the revised char- 
ter. The most serious of these delays has 
been in the Tenement House Department, 
in which a most important part of its work 
has been kept absolutely at a standstill for 
four months.”

JEALOUSY CAUSES A FIGHT. 


Patrick Hynes, Shot Twice by His 
Rival, May Die of His Wounds. 
Patrick Hynes, twenty-one years old, of 
616 East Seventeenth Street, formerly em- 
ployed in the Eagle Pencil Factory, was 
shot twice just above the heart last night 
after a bitter quarrel with Edward Scheis- 
ler, twenty-five years old, a coal dealer, 
living at 601 East Fourteenth Street. The 
police declare that Scheisler did the shoot- 
ing, and say that he later admitted it, 
and claimed he had to shoot to defend 
himself.

Hynes after the shooting staggered along 
to Avenue A and Fourteenth Street. There 
Eliza Swinton was standing talking to two 
men. She saw blood stains on Hynes’s 
clothing, and noticed that he looked hag- 
gard and weak. 

She ran to him, crying, ‘“‘ My God, Pat-

rick, what is the matter? 
Who did it?”’ 

Hynes staggered toward the girl, and 
then fell fainting. The girl caught him in 
her arms. She sank down to the sidewalk 
and supported his head in her lap. Police- 
men Wolf and Hodgins were near and 
heard the girl's screams. They ran up and 
when they saw what had happened one of 
them sent a call to Bellevue Hospital for 
an ambulance, while the other did what 
he could to stop the flow of blood from 
Hynes's wounds. 

Dr. Hyde responded to the ambulance 
call and took the wounded man to the hos- 
vital.

They So Declare at the Kansas 
City Convention. 


Fx-Controiler Dawes Speaks in Opposi- 
tion to an Asset Currency—Mr. 
Eckels Talks. 


KANSAS CITY, May 14.—Missourt and 
Kansas bankers, at their conventions here 
to-day, adopted strong resolutions against 
the system of branch banking proposed in 
@ bill now pending in Congress. The ques- 
tion came up at the morning session and 
caused much discussion. In the afternoon

Prosperity was the keynote of all the re-

Separate meetings were held in the morn- 
ing by the different associations. The Kan- 
sans, after listening to addresses by Presi- 
dent Hopkins of Horton and others, 
adopted the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the members of this associa- 
tion have carefully listened to the recent discus- 
sion of the subject of branch banking as ad- 
vocated by the able gentlemen from the East and 
combat by some of the ablest and best-known 
members of this State association and of our 


neighboring State of Nebraska, and we hereby 
allegiance to that view 


*forms as being unpatriotic, un-American, un- 
businesslike, and as tending to establish a mo- 
Mopoly of the great and honored business of 
banking in the hands of a few millionaires, to 
the exclusion of the men of the West, old and 
young, who have labored so faithfully and well 
to make our banking system what it is to-day, 
the best in the known world. 

The Missourians, in thet# meeting, also 
adopted resolutions condemning the theory 
of branch banking, declaring it to be un- 
wise, unsafe, unsound, and detrimental to 
the banking interests of the United States. 
W. T. Jones of St. Louis delivered an in- 
teresting address on “ The Federal Bank- 
ruptey Law.’’ The Missouri association se- 
lected twelve delegates to the American 
Bankers’ Convention, to be held New 
Orleans in November. : 

The Indian Territory bankers rejected a 
proposal from the Oklahoma Bankers’ As- 
sociation to consolidate the two organiza- 
tions. 

At theafternoon session the delegates to all 
the associations met in joint session at the 
Grand Opera House, when the discussion of 
assets currency was opened by James_H. 
Eckels, President of the Commercial Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago. Mr. Eckels said 
it was to the credit of the bankers in this 
convention that they had taken up the dis- 
eussion of economic questions of vital im- 
portance to the country. 

The business interests of the East and 
West and of all sections of the country are 
identical, he said; prosperity in the East 
is a reflection of prosperity in the West.

SELFRIDGE BOARD’S FINDINGS. 
Vigorous Denial by Congressman Ma- 
hon that He Accepted Money 
for His Services.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—After the read- 
ng of the Journal in the House to-day Mr. 
Mahon, (Rep., Penn.,) the Chairman of the 
Committee on War Claims, arose to a ques- 
tion of personal privilege and called atten- 


tion to an attack which had been made 


upon him in a circular purporting to ex- 
pose the Selfridge board's findings. The 
circular is somewhat long, and is signed by 
Henry H. Smith of Kalamazoo, Mich. Mr. 
Mahon read from one part of the circular 
as follows: 

“* Nathaniel McKay has stated to me that 
he paid Representative Mahon, Chairman 
of the Committee on War Claims, hundreds 
of dollars for campaign expenses and hun- 
dreds more for ‘ good-will’ and services 
rendered. He has made similar statements 
to a few other members, some of whom 
are now in Congress.” 

Mr. Mahon characterized this statement 
as a “Iie blacker than the soot in the 
flues of hell.’”’ 

Smith, he said, was a discharged House 
employe and lobbyist, discharged for drunk- 
enness and utterly worthless. He read an 
affidavit from Mr. McKay denying the 
statement in the circular.

Senator Proctor Opposes Disappearing 
Gun Carriages, Precipitating 
a Warm Debate. 


WASHINGTON, May 14.—During the

He declared that the 
patents secured by Gen. Buffington and 
Capt. Crozier had been disposed of to the 
Bethlehem Steel Company and to foreign 
countries. He inquired of Mr. Warren what 
he thought of the experience of England. 

“ England,’’ replied Mr. Warren, “is as 
much behind in this matter of disappearing 
guns as she is in the march of industrial 
a ee throughout the world."’ 

“ Or as she is in her army,” suggested Mr. 
Mason. . 

“ England has expended,”’ interrupted My. 
Harris, “an enormous amount of time and 
money in attempting to perfect a disap- 
pearing gun carriage operated by hydraulic 
pressure, but she has not made a success 
of that form of carriage.’’ 

Mr. Perkins, (Cal.,) in charge of the bill, 
opposed the amendment offered by Mr.

ISTHMIAN CANAL QUESTION. — 


Belief in Washington that the Pepding 


Bill Will Go Over to the 


Next Session. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Mr. Hepburn, 

Chairman of the House Committee on In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce, said to- 
day: 

“My information, from most trustworthy 
| Sources in the Senate, is that the isthmian

Inasmuch as Mr. Hepburn did not dis- 
| Close the sources of his information, it is 
impossible to make a comparison as to 
trustworthiness with other sources of in- 
formation from which come predictions that 
the Senate will not pass a canal bill this 
; Session of Congress. It can be said, how- 

ever, that the general belief is that the 
| Canal matter will go over to the next ses- 
sion. It does not seem to be a part of the 
plan of the Senate leaders to do anything 
with the canal bill this session. There may 
be some canal speeches, but the common 
expectation is that there will be no ex- 
tended debate and no attempt to get a vote 
on the Hepburn bill,“and the substitutes 
proposed for it. 

It is the present intention not to prolong 
; the session of the Senate beyond the first 

of July at the outside, and, if this inten- 
tion shall be carried into effect, there will 
be little time to devote to the several ques- 
; tions involved in the canal problem. To as- 
|} sume that these questions could be dis- 
posed of without long debate would be con- 
trary to the judgment of Senators most 
interested in the canal project. The talk 
that has been heard since the first news of 
the Martinique disaster of the likelihood 
that any isthmian canal that may be built 
will be in danger from earthquakes hus 
troubled the Senate a good deal. All in all, 
Mr. Hepburn to the contrary notwithstand- 
|} ing, the Senate seems as little inclined to 
act on the pending canal bill as at any 
tlme since the bill was reported from the 
committee. 


NAVAL BILL IN THE HOUSE. 


Need of Strengthening the Battle Line 
—Speeches in Favor of Building 
in Government Yards. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—The Naval Ap- 
propriation bill occupied the attention of 
the House throughout the day. Mr. Day- 
ton (West Va.) spoke on the need of 
strengthening our naval battle line. He 
declared that the crucial test of naval 
strength was the battle line, made up of 
battleships, and that it was a recognized 
fact that our battle line was not equal to 
that of England, France, or Germany. 

W. W. Kitchin (N. C.) favored the build- 
ing of all ships in Government yards, main- 
taining that there would be an ultimate 
saving to the Government. He asserted 
that the opposition to the plan came from 
the powerful private shipyards, which 
sought to continue the present system by 
which extortionate profits were made. He 
gave notice of an amendment providing 
that all four of the large new ships shall 
be built in Government yards. 

Mr. Fitzgerald (N. Y.) also spoke for 
Government construction. The Brooklyn 
Navy Yard is in Mr. Fitzgerald's district 
and he explained the splendid equipment 
of that yard for the construction of war- 
ships, comparing this with the meagre 
equipment of private yards, which do a 
large amount of Government construction. 

Mr. Maynard, (Va.,) who represents the 
district embracing both the Norfolk Navy 
Yard and the Newport News shipbuilding 
plant, spoke in strong support of Govern- 
ment construction, € asserted that the 
hundred millions in Government yards 
represented an enormous investment which 
ylelded only a pitiful return in repair work. 


DUTIES ON ART MATERIALS. 


British Artists Desire the Reductions 
and Exemptions Accorded to Those 
of Certain Other Countries. 
WASHINGTON, May 14.—The United 
States Government has had under 
sideration for some time an application 
from the British Government for allowance 
to British artists of the privileges in the 
matter of reduced import duties and ex- 
emptions accorded to the artists of France, 
Italy, Portugal, and Germany. The latter 
countries secured these privileges through 
reciprocity arrafigements—not treaties—ef- 
fected under the terms of the Dingley act. 
The British claim is based upon the fact 
that, whereas the other countries named 
abated import duties on certain United 
States products in part consideration of re- 
ceiving the reductions and exemptions on 
paintings and statuary, Great Britain had 
already admitted and does now admit such 
linited States products entirely free of 
duty. Therefore, it is claimed, that to 
deny the British articles the privileges ac- 
corded to the others would constitute a 

severe discrimination.

RECOVERED WHEN PAROLED. 


The New Jersey Board of Pardons to 
Investigate the Release of an 
Alleged Dying Prisoner. 

TRENTON, N. J., May 14.—There is 
be an investigation into the lMberation from 
the State Prison of H. Leroy Applegate, 
formerly a lawyer of this city, who 
convicted of having forged clients’ 
to deeds and mortgages in 1898.

THREW INK WELLS IN COURT. 


Complainant in a Breach of Promise 
Suit Did Not Like the Testimony 
of Her Brother. 


Miss Charlotte Horowitz of Bayonne, N. 
J., is suing her cousin, Charles Levine, of 
the same city, in the Supreme Court at 
Jersey City, for breach of promise, claim- 
ing $20,000 damages. Justice Gilbert Collins 


sent the case to Commissioner Henry J. 
Melosh to take testimony. The hearing 
lasted from Monday until yesterday. 

Levine testified in his own behalf that 
he had never been engaged to his cousin, 
and that at the time she claimed to have 
been engaged to him she was actually en- 
gaged to Samuel Lumbar of New York. 
Miss Horowitz was recalled and admitted 
her engagement to Lumbar, but said she 
broke the engagement in February last at 
the solicitation of Levine, although her 
marriage with Lumbar was set for March 
and all the arrangements for the marriage 
were completed. 

One of the last witnesses called was 
Isador Horowitz, a brother of the com- 
plainant. He testified that at the time his 
sister claimed to be engaged to Levine he 
and his sister boarded with Levine’s par- 
ents. He saw complainant and defendant 
every day, but never saw anything to in- 
dicate that there was any love-making be- 
tween them, 

At this Miss Horowitz became /greatly 
excited. She threw herself upon her brother 
and struck him in the face. Mr. Melosh 
and Robert Carey, her counsel, seized her 
and tried to pacify her. She broke from 
them and seized an ink well, which she 
tried to hurl at her brother, Mr. Melosh 
and Mr. Carey again interfered; and in the 
struggle that ensued the lawyers received 
the contents of the ink well in their faces 
and over the fronts of their shirts. | 

Miss Horowitz was finally quieted and 
left the office. Mr. Melosh will file his 
report with Justice Collins on Monday 
next. 


FLEECED A HOTEL MAN. 


Posing as a Deputy Excise Inspector, 

Stranger Secured a $5 Check. 
Christopher Beck, a hotel man of 
Broadway, Astoria, yesterday made com- 
plaint to the police of Queens that he had 


been fleeced out of a check for $5 after 
an attempt had been made to blackmail 
him to the extent of $20. He has stopped 
payment on the check he gave. The case 
was peculiar in that the men who are said 
to have done the fleecing accepted a check 
instead of demanding money. 

Beck's story is that four men who drove 
to his place saw him privately, and one 
of them represented himself as being a 
Deputy Inspector of Excise from the office 
of Deputy Commissioner Dowling of 
Queens.. Beck was informed there was 
a clear case against him for selling to 
minors. It was pointed out to him that 
this was serious to him personally, because 
he paid his own Hcense and did not have 
a brewery back of him to stand the loss.

He compromised 
on five dollars' worth, and the men took 
his check, saying it was as geod as gold. 

After they had gone Mr. Beck took his 
employes to task for selling to minors, and 
from their statements concluded he had 
been victimized. He then went to Deputy 
Commissioner Dowling’s office and laid the 
case before him On his saying there was 
no case against Mr. Beck the Satter hast- 
ened to the police and then stopped pay- 
ment on the check.

TENNIS CHAMPIONS WIN AGAIN. 


Honors again went to Lyle E. Mahan and 
Alfred E. Thurber yesterday in the final 
match of the Columbia University lawn 
tennis tournament. The pair captured the 
championship title and trophy for the dou- 
bles for the second consecutive year. Lewis 
N. Chase an ex-champion of California, and 
Robert Le Roy, the indoor title holder, com- 
pesed the opposing team. These latter 


players made an exciting contest for two 
sets, which aroused the enthusiasm of the 
big crowd of students that gathered about 
the courts at South Field. The defeat of 
Chase and Le Roy was almost entirely due 
to their not possessing the requisite amount 
of staying power. In consequence Mahan 
and Thurber won the deciding sets rather 
easily. 

On the toss for service the choice went to 
Chase and Roy. They selected the 
western court and began serving the ball to 
Mahan and Thurber, who were thus com- 

elled to face the sun. Fast, accurate serv- 
ce against Mahan and Thurber proved re- 
markably effective in the opening games. 
The champions played like novices, making 
faulty returns, and in the speedy rallies at 
the net doing their share of the playing in 
pcor fashion. The points came =a for 
Chase and Le Roy and they gained the 
leading position at four games to one. 

Mahan and Thurber became more steady 
and by the sterling excellence of their place 
shots managed to even the score at five 
games all. The eleventh game went to 
Chase and Le Roy. In the following game 
Le Roy worked strenuously from near the 
net, backed up by the hard left-hand driv- 
ing of Chase. Twice they had the vantage 
point and were apparently —_ enough to 
win the set, but Mahan, by his superb abil- 
ity at passing, checked the progress of the 
younger pair. Both teams played very fast 
tennis at this period of the match, but the 
set finally went to Mahan and Thurber at 
8—6 


Chase and Le Roy began the second set 
by fairly burning their speed. They put 
every ounce of force they could muster into 
their drives, and volleys which were so uni- 
rg | good that they again took the lead 
at 3—1 and also at 5—2. Then the stamina 
of the champions began to make itself tell. 
With Thurber protecting the base line and 
Mahan near the net they earned the follow- 
ing three games by careful work. A fortu- 
nate change of court made Mahan and 
Thurber again face the sun. The light 
dazzled them to such an extent that by 
freely playing their drives Chase and Le 
Roy were enabled to take the next two 
games and the set at 7 to 5 games. 

The third and fourth sets found the 
younger men, Chase and Le Roy, fading 
from the competition. They were unable 
to stand the strain of the gruelling match, 
with the result that by redoubling their 
efforts Mahan and Thurber gained the 
victory in comparatively easy fashion. 

The match consumed two hours and ten 
minutes of playing time, and Mahan was so 
exhausted that the final and championship 
match in the singles was held over until 2 
o'clock to-morrow afternoon.

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GENERAL ASSEMBLY PLANS 


Presbyterians Gather Here Fast 
for the Great Convention. 


Creed Revision Report Jealously Guard- 


ed and to be Debated Last—The 
Moderatorship Contest. 


Presbyterian ministers in large numbers 
arrived in this city yesterday. They are to 
attend the General Assembly of the 
Church, which convenes at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian Church, at 11 o'clock this 
morning. Two topics were uppermost in 
the discussions of the arrivals—the Modera- 
torship of the Assembly and the revision 
of the Westminster Confession of Faith. 

The race for the Moderatorship has nar- 
rowed down, in the opinion of those most 
closely in touch with the situation, to a 
contest between the Rev. Dr. Richard §&. 
Holmes of Pittsburg, the Rev. Dr. Henry 
Van Dyke, and the Rev. Dr. Howard Duf- 
field. Other candidates are mentioned, but 
those named ‘are the leaders. The friends 
ot Dr. Holmes are making an especially 
strong canvass. 

The Rev, Dr. W. H, Roberts of Philadel- 
phia arrived yesterday, bringing with him 
the report of the committee appointed to 
revise the creed. This report is being most 
jealously guarded, and only a very few 
know the secret of its recommendations. 
The report will be presented to the Assem- 
bly to-morrow morning by the Rev. Dr. 
Henry C. Minton of San Francisco, Chair- 
man of the committee. 


Dr. Minton was asked yesterday if he 


| expected that there would bea very lively 


discussion the report. His answer 
was: 

‘Well, that is pretty hard to say, but if 
you get six hundred Presbyterians together 
and arouse a little temperature, it doesn’t 
take anything very big to arouse some 
show of spirit.” 

The report of Dr. Minton’s committee 
will be made a special order for discussion 
on next Thursday, and until then it is not 
expected that it will be debated in the As- 
sembly.

A TYPICAL CALUMNY. 

The syndicate of vituperation which 
Senator DoLiiver challenged the other 
day ‘to name the case of one woman or 
of one child that had suffered by an 
order of Gen. SMITH in Samar” is fertile 
in falsehoods and active in their dissem- 
ination. Senator TURNER of Washington 
read one of these slanderous inventions 
in the Senate the other day, and it ap- 
pears in The Record as a part of his 
speech. Thi8 particular lie attained pub- 
licity in the form of a special dispatch 
to The Washington Post from Lynn, 
Mass., dated May 5. We quote three par- 
agraphs from this dispatch: 


“One thousand Filipino prisoners shot in 
pistoons over the graves themselves had 
een forced to dig; a priest, who acted in 
the dual capacity of father confessor and 
General, hanged before the slnughter of 
the prisoners and within their sight.” 
se are some of the charges made by 

. PENNETT WALKER, a private in Company 
i Sixteenth Infantry, now at Sorsogon, in 
the Philippines, in letters to his father, 
the Rev. W. WALKER, D. D., of this 
city. He is a special instructor at the 
Gordon Missionary Training School, Bos- 
ton. Private WALKER enlisted at the out- 
break of the Spanish war, and was com- 
mended for bravery at San Juan. 

The Rev. Dr. WALKER has more than a 
dozen letters. He refuses to make them 
ublic, however, as he says: ‘‘ The story 
s too fearful. My boy has written to me 
as son to father, and in the face of the 
inquiry now going on I fear it might bring 
him into trouble with his superiors.” 


Senator TuRNER had the decency to 
Say that there was grave question about 
the accuracy of these statements. That 
he believed them, however, or was eager 
to believe them and willing to do the 
army all the harm that could come from 
repeating them is proved by the fact that 
he incorporated the stuff in his speech. 

Senator TURNPR spoke on May 6. On 
May §& Senator Lopce presented proof 
that this story of the shooting of 1,000 
Filipino prisoners was a baseless fabrica- 
tion. He produced a dispatch in which 
the Rev. W. H. WALKER of Lynn stated 
that letters received from his son con- 
tained nothing but a review of the sol- 
dier’s life in the Philippines. “In none 
of the letters was any reference made to 
cruelty, nor did my son criticise the 
American troops in any way.” 

“T let that go with the rest,” said Sen- 
ator Lopce in dismissing the matter. 
There is a horde of these inventions, a 
product of the diseased fancy or the ma- 
licious and revengeful minds of unscru- 
pulous men, seme of whom have been or 
are soldiers in the Philippines. The anti- 
imperialists seize upon them and exploit 
them to the utmost with a delight they 
make no attempt to conceal. Most read- 
ers of the anti-Imperialist press and anti- 


imperialist speeches have undoubtedly 
received the impression that boys above 
the age of ten were actually killed in Sa- 


mar under Gen. SMITH’'s order. 


IGNORANCE AND FOLLY IN LOUISI- 
ANA, 

The Legislature and the Governor of 
the sovereign State of Louisiana are ap- 
parently determined to put a stop to the 
sale of mules to the British, presumably 
for use in South Africa. Gov. HEARD’s 
appeal to the President was fruitless, for 
the reason that the laws of the United | 
States do not forbid the sale of mules 
and other war supplies to belligerents. 
It would now appear that the State Gov- 
ernment itself may attempt to drive out 
the British Army officers and break up 
the purchasing station at Port Chal- 
mette. The Louisiana Legislature on 
Tuesday adopted in both branches this 
concurrent resolution: 


Resolved, By the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, that the letter of Gov. 
HEARD to the President of the United 
States, protesting agajnst the use by the} 
British Army officers of the ports and | 
waters of this State for the basis, aug- 
mentation, and renewal of military supplies 
in the war-with the Orange Free State and 
the South African Republic, is most heart- 
ily approved. 

Resolved, further, That the Governor of 
this State is urged to take any such further 
steps conformable to law as in his judg- 
ment may be necessary to establish ang 
maintain in this State obedience to the law 
of nations ard respect for the treaties of 
the United States. 


Ignorance of the law of nations, of the 
obligations of neutrality, and of the 
practice of the United States Govern- 
ment seems to be peculiarly dense in the 
State of Louisiana. The Attorney Gen- 
eral of the Staté not long ago solemnly 
expressed his belief that mules were con- 
traband of war, and wrote a long letter 
to Gov. Hearp advising him that for 
that reason the sale of them to the Brit- 
ish officers should be discontinued. The 
slightest investigation would have shown 
him that the sale of contraband to bel- 
ligerents is an entirely lawful transac- 
tion with which the Government has re- 
peatedly declined to interfere. 

The authorities of Louisiana will incur 
some risk in attempting to do what the 
Federal Government declines to do. 
There is no law, State or Federal, under 
which they can proceed against the pur- 
chasers or sellers of mules at Port Chal- 
mette. Nor is it unlawful for a citizen 
of the United States, taking passage for 
South Africa as a mule tender, to enlist 
on his arrival there in the British Army. 
The allegation that Port Chalmette is 
in fact a British recruiting station has 
been proved to be without foundation. 

It would seem, therefore, that any deal- 
er in mules who found his opportunity to 
make a profitable sale of those animals 
to the British cut off by the action of 
Gov. HEARD would have a standing in 
court in an action calling upon the Gov- 
ernor to show by what warrant he had 
interfered in his business; while any at- 
tempt to expel the British Army officers 
from the soil of Louisiana would bring 
down upon the Governor a prompt ad- 
monition from Washington that he had 
exceeded the law and his authority. The 
public officers of Louisiana are playing 
pro-Boer politics. The farmers of Lou- 
isiana are engaged in selling mules. It 
is extremely doubtful whether they will 
permit the politicians to make even the 
beginning of an attempt to interfere with 
their trade. 


CARPET-BAG BLACKMAILERS. 


As the result of the systematic black- 
mailing by walking delegates of every- 
body connected with building operations, 
and the unreasonable demands of the 
unions representing the several branches 
of the building trades, Chicago is expe- 
riencing great depression in its real es- 
tate interests. Capital has grown timid, 
and while the demand for high business 
buildings is admittedly great enough to 
warrant extensive undertakings in this 
line, the fear that such buildings once 
begun could not be finished without long 
and costly delays and at much greater 
cost than the estimates has discouraged 
loans on ventures of this character. 
This enforced stagnation in an industry 
which should be in the enjoyment of a 
maximum activity has sent many of the 
largest building operators of Chicago to 
New York, and they have built during 
the last four years or have now under 
construction large buildings represent- 
ing investments of more than $60,000,- 
000. 

In consequence of this transfer of ac- 
tivity from Chicago to New York, the 
former city has ceased to offer oppor- 
tunity for the profitable exercise of the 
talents which the walking delegates, 
educated in endless contentions and con- 
flicts, have developed in such high per- 
fection. The membership of the unions 
are learning from experience that the 
rein can be drawn too tight, especially 
when the driver is a fool or a knave, or 
both, and that the net result of endless 
and annoying interference by walking 
delegates between employers who are 
trying to keep their agreements and 
workmen who are satisfied with their 
work and their wages, is to send else- 
where the capital which would willingly 
seek local investment if not driven away 
or turned into other employments. This 


.condition deprives the professional walk- 


ing delegates for the present of their 
functions, and those of them who have 
reduced blackmail to a science and ex- 
hausted its possibilities of profit in that 
city are understood to be coming to New 
York. The best field for the exercise 
of their peculiar talents is found where 
there is opportunity to tie up invest- 
ments of one, two, or three millions of 
dollars in unfinished skyscrapers. The 
increasing frequency of strikes on our 
own large buildings is attributed by 
those best informed to the presence and 
increasing activity of the walking dele- 
gates who have followed the operators 
from Chicago to this city. 

Up to the present time no attempt has 
been made by the contractors for high 
buildings to combat the unions or resist 
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even unreasonable demands, and the 
walking delegates seem to have reached 
the conclusion that at last they have 
found a field of ——— where the 
conditions are “ easy.’ In at least a 
dozen instances work has been stopped 
fer longer or shorter periods on office 
buildings by industrious walking dele- 
gates, and in every instance which we 
now recall the contractors haye yielded 
what was demanded, however unreason- 
able, rather than enter upon a contest 
which might have delayed completion for 
months and entailed a loss of interest 
which the owners would have found ruin- 
ous. The sharp competition between 
the large contractors has made them un- 
willing to contest issues in which they 
were shrewdly made defendants one at 
a time, and wages in many branches of 
the building trades have steadily ad- 
vanced until now very near the limit 
even of prosperous times and an easy 
money market for large building loans. 
Under any other conditions they would 
be impossible. The wages now paid to 
men on tall buildings in this city are 
higher than ever before. Stone setters 
receive $5 per day; stonecutters $4, 
$4.50, and $5 per day, and bricklayers 
65 cents an hour. The wages of iron- 
setters have doubled within two years, 
and those in several other branches have 
doubled within three years. 


Less fault is found with high wages, 
however, than with the inroads of the 
British idea of ‘“‘ca’ canny ’’—the re- 
strictions placed by the unions upon the 
disposition of industrious men to do a 
full day’s work. The standard is below 
that which an ambitious man would fix 
for himself, and he can raise it only when 
his pay is increased. For example, if a 
man receiving $4.50 per day does as 
much work as one receiving $5, he is 
reprimanded by his associates, and if he 
persists he is reported to his union for 
discipline. In that case his only alter- 
native is to restrict his output or seek 
some other occupation. An instance was 
lately brought to the attention of a New 
York contractor of an industrious Ger- 
man who thought that by working hard 
he would secure the good-will of his em- 
ployer and in slack times would be kept 
at work. The German was being paid at 
the rate of $4 a day, and he performed as 
much work as the $5 a day men. He 
was reported to the labor union, and be- 
cause he would not cease his industry he 
was fined $100, and finally was expelled 
from the union because he was too in- 
dustrious. 

The skyscraper contractors make the 
claim that if the strikes and threats of 
strikes continue capitalists will refuse to 
consider building operations of that 
character in New York. Men of wealth 
and moneyed corporations will not be 
willing to risk having $2,000,000 to 
$3,000,000 tied up in a building with the 
probability of trouble with the labor 
unions at any time which would delay 
completion perhaps six months. The 
skyscraper contractors acknowledge that 
they are powerless at present to fight the 
labor unions, and their only basig of 
hope for the future is that the local 
unions will not permit a gang of carpet- 
bag blackmatilers to ruin the business 
and throw thousands of workmen into 
idleness. 


TO DISCOURAGE AUTOMOBILISTS. 


Doubtless that is an interesting an- 
nouncement that certain young billion- 
aires among the automobilists are pro- 
posing to construct a special speedway 
for automobiles from some not given 
point on the periphery of Long Island 
City to some point, also not given, in the 
town of Hempstead. The points are ad- 
vertently not given, we are also told, 
lest the price of the right of way should 
be put up on the young billionaires. 

But it is also true of this project that 
from any conceivable or at least tenable 
point of view, it is like the crater of Ve- 
suvius. ‘‘ There is nothing in it.” We 
say nothing, and neither do the billion- 
aires, about the possibilities of automo- 
biliary locomotion as a means of getting 
about, of traveling. There is a great 
deal to be said upon that head, but not 
from the billionaire automobilist’s point 
of view. When we come to the practical 
point of view of the billionaire automo- 
bilist about the practical advantages of 
locomotion by automobile against loco- 
motion by horse power, we find that that 
has been adequately expressed. It has 
been expressed in the anecdote which is 
equally suggestive and significant, 
whether it be true or only “ well found,” 
of the gilded youth who remarked to an- 
other gilded youth; “I see you have giv- 
en up your automobiles,” and to whom 
the other gilded youth rejoined, “ Yes. 
After all, you can spend more money on 
horses." 


What, then, are the pleasures of auto- 
mobilizing, from the billionaire’s point of 
view? As a German monographer would 
proceed to point out, the mere physical 
excitement of rapid métion can be at- 
tained at least equally well on an ex- 
press railroad train. It could be attained 
in a much higher degree by being shot 
out of a gun, an experiment which, in 
the present stage of applied science, no- 
body has been in a position to try twice. 
It is true that, if the shooting gallery 
from Long Island City to Hempstead 
were to be opened, that experiment 
would be brought within the reach of 
the high-speed automobilists. But we 
do not believe that they would try it 
twice, certainly not three times. Assur- 
edly they would not keep on traveling 
the trajectory from one terminus to the 
other for the mere pleasure of velocity. 

No. The standard pleasures of high- 
speed automobilizing are two, and two 
only. They are the pleasures of racing 
and the pleasures of the chase. Both 
these would practically be lost if the pro- 
posed speedway were built and operated. 
An automobile is not a horse, which feels 
better one day than another, or under 
some conditions than under others, It is 
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not a yacht, in which a clever skipper, 
or luck in conditions of wind and weath- 
er, will bring out one boat ahead one day 
and the other the next. An automobile 
is a mechanical contrivance, and a race 
between automobiles a pure test of dy- 
namics, of which one, under fair condi- 
tions, should be as good as twenty. So 
that the “aleatory"’ element in horse 
races or yacht races, which gives them 
their interest and makes them eligible 
for betting, is entirely absent. So that 
there can be nothing in the speedway as 
a racing course for automobiles. 

The other interest in automobilizing 
at high speed is, not to put too fine a 
point upon it, the pleasures of the chase. 
The automobilist is not less humane 
than other people, but undoubtedly he 
does deriye great satisfaction and excite- 
ment in seeing how closely he can miss 
his fellow-citizens who are riding or 
walking or driving on the same thor- 
oughfares through which he recklessly 
whizzes. Close misses are the sweeten- 
ers of the automobilist’s existence. He 
takes his risks, his risks of not clearing 
them and his risks of not going fast 
enough to escape the officers of the law. 
When the luck goes against him he 
stands ready to be fined, He ought to 
be made to stand ready to be imprisoned 
or put to death by electricity or the rope, 
as the case may be. But the point just 
now is that this excitement is his fun, 
and that, if he misses it, he missés all 
that there is of sport in automobilizing, 
except in racing. 

It will readily be seen that the pro- 
posed tunnel or speedway from Long 
Island City to Hempstead will deprive 
rapid automobilizing of all its charms. 
No rapid automobilist will use the thing 
more than once, and then only to time 
or to test his machine. With no chance 
of beating another machine, and no 
chance of killing an old lady, the sport 
will become weary,. stale, flat, and un- 
profitable, will cease to be sport at all, 
The speedway may nevertheless be built. 
The billionaire himself would not build 
it, being desirous of a return upon his in- 
vestment. But the billionaire’s son and 
the billionaire’s money are soon parted. 
And so the speedway for automobiles 
may be built. But if it is built under 
good professional advice, it will pres- 
ently be taken possession of by the pub- 
lic as a public highway, at a pitiful frac- 
tion of its cost to the scions of the bill- 
ionaires.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Prof. Pupin's charge | that the Western 
Union Company spends nothing in im- 
proving its service and treats inventors and 
scientists with new ideas as if they were 
troublesome book agents, is declared by 
The Electrical World and Engineer to be 
“pretty near the truth.’’ It says that re- 
cently the greatest of American inventors, 
whose telegraphic work is but part of his 
claim to fame, used language even stronger 
than that of Prof. Pup in describing 
the unprogressiveness of the telegraph 
companies. ‘‘ With an unprogressive art,” 
continues The Electrical World and Engi- 
neer, ‘“‘ there has inevitably been a stag- 
nant industry, and telegraphy has stood 
still for years, although it ought to have 
been as prosperous and expansive as tel- 
ephony. Much can be done to cheapen 
telegraphy, so that instead of sending one 
message a year, the average American will 
send ten. Automatic and machine tele- 
graphic systems of the greatest promise, 
tried and approved, await liberal adoption, 
when a new crop of business at lower rates 
can be created, and telegraphy once more 
come again to its own.’ The writer of 
the article founds hopes of a changed policy 
and better days to come on the new man- 
agement of the Western Union, and says 
that Col. CLowry will cause much disap- 
pointment if he does not seize his great op- 
portunity to raise American telegraphy out 
of the rut into which it has fallen. We all 
know that it costs too much to use the tele- 
graph, and that a vast amount of time is 
wasted in the delivery of messages. 


——Despite the laborious courtesy which 
has as yet marked all the “documents” in 
the controversy between President BUTLER 
and Prof. WoopBERRY, one cannot but 
gather by reading between thé lines of the 
various statements that an emphatic, if not 
bitter, antagonism has developed.in the 
Columbia Faculty. The phrases used are 
suave, but they raise nothing less than the 
issue of veracity, and between men like 
these, occupying the positions they do, that 
is extremely serious. There seems, how- 
ever, to have been a change of attitude by 
each of the contestants since the trouble 
arose, and from this fact may arise possi- 
bly the appearance of disingenuousness to 
which each side gently. calls the other's 
attention. That public sympathy, like that 
of the undergraduate body, is with Prof. 
WoOOPBERRY cannot be questioned, and 
President BuTLER’s effort to prove that 
this sympathy is founded on a misunder- 
standing of the circumstances has not been 
successful. Outsiders, too, note with in- 
terest that those whom rumor charges with 
jealousy of Prof. WoopsBerry have in the 
past found time for doing a‘large, and in 
some instances amazing, amount of profit- 
able work, all more or less admirable in 
itself, but with no visible relation to univer- 
sity instruction. Prof. WoopsBeEerRrRyr, on 
the other hand, while not less industrious 
than his colleagues, has confined the exer- 
cise of his talents within narrower limits— 
to be frank, within those covered by his 
title and his salary. Herein, it may be, 
lies an explanation of the high apprecia- 
tion in which he is evidently held by the 
students who have profited by his undi- 
vided attention. This, of course, is a very 
delicate feature of the case, but in some 
quarters there is an inclination to regard 
it as not less important than interesting. 
The participants in the unfortunate dis- 
cussion are conducting it with full realiza- 
tion of the dignity they have to maintain, 
and may confidently be expected soon to 
arrive at a settlement honorable to them- 
selves and satisfactory to the public. 


—We observe with not less grief than 
surprise a picture which appears in 
this week's issue of Harper's Weekly.

WKINLEY COLLEGE 
CORNERSTONE LAID 


President Roosevelt Takes Partin | 


American University Ceremony. 


Refers to the Fact that His Dead Pred- 
ecessor Was a Methodist—Sen- 
ator Hanna’s Speech. 


> 


WASHINGTON, May 14.—In the presence 
of a large audience, President Roosevelt to- 
laid the cornerstone of the McKinley 
Memorial Ohio College of Government, of 
the American University, situated a few 
miles outside this city, in the northwestern 
part of the District of Columbia. When 
completed the building will be devoted to 
embracing diplomacy, municipal 
government, arbitration, civics, and inter- 
national law. 

Qn the platform besides the President were 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, 
Senators Hanna and Dolliver, Repre- 
sentative Pugsley of New York, Secretaries 


Cortelyou and Loeb, Bishop Willard F. Mal- | 


lalieu ef Massachusetts, H. B. F. MacFar- 
land, President of the Board of District 
Commissioners, and men prominent in edu- 
eational and church work. 

The ceremonies were opened by a hymn 
written for the occasion by the Rev. Dr. 
J. E. Rankin, President of Howard Univer- 
sity.. Responsive readings from the Prov- 
erbs and prayer by the Rev. Joseph F. 
Perry, D. D., of Chicago, followec&. Sen- 
ator Dolliver of lowa spoke briefly of the 
life and character of the late President Mc- 
Kinley, and said that it was fitting that 
his name should be connected with a school 
of political science, because he was not 
only great as a statesman, but he was 
greatest in his comprehension of the hum- 
ble duties of American citizenship. 

Senator Hanna was the next speaker. He 
said: 

‘This is indeed a very interesting occa- 
sion to me. Its associations bring up mem- 
ories. The laying of this cornerstone, the 
foundation of this temple of learning to be 
builded by the public-spirited men of my 
native State, is consecrated to the memory 
of her dearest son, William McKinley. 
[Applause.] Pile up your marble, and every 
stone will mark an incident in his life, of 
his devotion to humanity and his fellow- 
men. [Applause.] Crown it in the glory of 
its completion and he will look dewn from 
on high and bless your noble work. Presi- 


dent McKinley was deeply interested in this 
enterprise, and it was owing to the inspira- 
tion of his belief that the people of Uhio 
were stirred to make the realization of it 
to meet his views and wishes. It was to 
him that we looked for our leader, not only 
in thought, but in example. His interest in 
this university was not because it belonged 
to a sect of which he was a member, put 
it was because of his devotion to all public 
institutions that eontributed to the develop- 
ment of his countrymen. He was proud of 
this beautiful city, where he had spent the 
best part of his tife. 

* Tnat cornerstone has beneath it a foun- 
dation more enuuring than granite—it is 
immortality—[applause] and tnat was the 
foundation of Mr. McKinley's life. [Ap- 
plause.}] Upon this subject 1 cannot speak 
as I would, my friends. The memories 
which come to me on an occasion like this 
are too p: ainful to dwell on. 

‘Our martyred President is here to-day 
in spirit, and if that sacrifice were neede d 
that we might search our hearts to learn 
wherein we could do higher and nobler 
deeds—if that example were necessary to 
inspire the young men of this country to 
broader and more liberal and higher mo- 
tives of social and Governmental life, then, 
indeed, ‘His will, not ours, be done.’

BUILDING CODE VIOLATION. 


Work Stopped on Parts of the New 8&t. 
Regis Hotel as Fire-Proofed Wood 
Was Not Used. 


Superintendent Stewart of the Bureau of 
Building has discovered violations of the 
Building Code in the construction of the 
new Astor hotel, called the St. Regis, in 
course of construction at Fifty-fifth Street 
and Fifth Avenue. The hotel is being 
constructed by private contracts with the 
Astor estate, and is to be a twenty-story 
structure. 

Superintendent Stewart has been investli- 
gating the work on the hotel for over three 
weeks. After receiving reports from In- 
speetor Ewing and several other experts 
he prohibited the continuance of some of 


the work, and placed a violation on the 
building. 

The records of the Building Department 
show that Section 105 of the Building Code 
was being violated. This section provides 
that in all hotels and buildings over 150 
feet in hefght the interior of the buildin 
must be constructed of fireproof material: 
Superintendent Stewart said yesterday that 
he had discovered that wood, which had 
not been fireproofed properly, had been 
used, and in consequence the use of the 
material had been prohibited. He said: 

“The work on parts of this hotel hag 
been stopped by my orders, and it will 
not be continued until I am convinced that 
the law is no longer violated. The doors 
and such wood stuffs are supposed to be 
thoroughly fireproofed, but they have not 
been. and it would make the hotel danger- 
out if such construction was allowed. [ 
believe that in years past such overlookin 
of the Building Code has been allowed, 
but I will not allow it, and will stop the 
work until they get the proper naterial, 
and replace 1 what has already been put in.’

FESTIVAL OF MUSIC 
OPENS IN CINCINNAT 


First Performance There of the 
Oratorio “Les Beatitudes.” 


Rendered by a Chorus of 500 Voices, 
an Orchestra of 150 Pieces, 
and Several Soloists.

CINCINNATI, May 14.—The fifteenth 
Music Festival began here to-night with 
the first performance in Cincinnati of 
Caesar Franck’s oratorio “Les Beati- 
tudes.”’ 

The forces engaged in the performance 
were the festival chorus of 500 voices; the 
orchestra of 160; Marie Kunkel Zimmer- 
man and Clara Turpen, sopranos; Gertrude 
May Stein, contralto; Benjamin Davies and 
Ellison Van Hoose, tenors, and Andrew 
Black, bass, Theodore Thomas conducted. 
The big music hall, which the munificence 
of Reuben Springer gave to Cincinnati in 
1878, was filled with an eager, expectant 
audience, to which the opening of the fes- 
tival brought the realization of long cher- 
ished dreams. 

Many of these dreams concerned them- 
selves less with the art of music than with 
another high art, dear to every true Wo- 
man, the art of dress. The shop windows 
have been gay for weeks past with the ex- 
hibition of festival gowns, and to-night 
gome of the choicest creations of the com- 
posers of costumes made bright the waste 
spaces of the hall. A-big, barnlike audito- 
rium has this same hall, and only the 
brilliancy of a Cincinnati festival assem- 
bly, generously supplied with the plentiful 
beauties of the Ohio Valley, could make it 
inviting. To-night it was somewhat like 
Carnegie Hall during a concert of the Mu- 
sical Art Society, but the cultivated calm 
which prevails in the temple of music at 
Fifty-seventh Street and Seventh Avenue 
was missing. 

The interval of joy at a festival perform- 
ance is the intermission. Then every one 
goes out into the spacious corridor and 
meets every one else and says all that 
there is to say, and the women parade their 
festival gowns. It is a. time of much hap- 
piness and doubtless of some envy. Com- 
ments of many kinds are to be heard in the 
corridors, and many of them are much 
more intelligent than those heard in the 
lobbies of the Metropolitan Opera House. 
Others are not, for even in Cincinnati there 
are people who have not learned how to 
listen to music. To-night’s concert was 
prefaced by a performance of the Bach 
Toccata in B minor by Mr. Wolle of Bethle- 
hem, and after that the soloists and the 
conductor appeared and were received with 
acclamations. Then the real business of the 
evening began. 

It is difficult for the Teutonism of the 
Anglo-Saxon mind to bring itself into a 
position to comprehend the religious senti- 
ment of Gallic art. The-Christ of Gounod 
and the Virgin of Bouguereau are equally 
foreign to our conception. The music with 
which the composer of ‘‘ The Redemption” 
offers us an embodiment of the personality 
of the Saviour was born of the same emo- 
tion as the erotic cavatina of the rhapso- 
dizing Faust. The face tints of Bou- 
guereau’s Mary suggest eloquently the flesh 
tints of the shoulders of Henner’s Magdalen. 
All such artistic treatment of religious 
thought is of a piece with the conception of 
Massenet’s ‘‘ Eve,” in which we are shown 
that Frenchmen laugh at the apple, that 
they know of but one forbidden fruit be- 
tween ‘man and woman, and that it was 
Woman who discovered the existence of it 
and offered it to the man. 

Emotion there is in every religion except, 
perhaps, that of the Hindoo, but only in 
France does one find that emotion taking 
the form of a purely human passion and 
veicing itself in the same accents as sexual 
tove. It is natural, therefore, for the Angio- 
taxon mind to hesitate about pronouncing 
. dictum in the presence of a French reli- 
zsious composition, even when the subject 
is one naturally so passionless as the 
“ Beatitudes,’”’ and the composer one so 
much esteemed by his compatriots as 
Cesar Franck. Of the “ Beatitudes,’’ Ar- 
thur Coquard has said: 

“The musical treatment 
to the grandeur of the idea, and never did 
the master's idea soar so high.’ Ernest 
Chausson calls it ‘‘ powerful, a work of 
genius.’””’ Hugues Imbert describes it as 
‘‘a fine oratorio, massive in structure, 
which will tower above many works which 
at first met with more rapid therefore more 
evanescent success.’ Charles Darcoms 
names it “‘a series of majestic composi- 
tions which occupy a unique position In 
modern music." 

TEXT AND MUSIC. 

Works which are thus received by the 
critics of the composer's native land must 
be seriously considered by those of foreign 
countries. Yet we are always haunted by 
that note of disgust set ringing in our 
hearts by other religious music of France. 
Let us confess, therefore, that the textual 
elaboration of the Bible story is far from 
satisfactory. Mme. Coleomb, who wrote 
the French words, has neither the imagina- 
tion nor the vocabulary for such a work. 
In the English translation this baldness 
does not disappear, and added to it is that 
weakness which always comes from any 
attempt to expand the simple and sublime 
expressions of the sacred Book. 

But. the expansion of this work enabled 
the composer ,to utilize the somewhat shop- 
worn apparatus of the oratorio form. H@) 
was supplied with a terrestrial chorus to 
voice the sentiments of the earthly and a 
celestial chorus to speak words of heavenly 
wisdom and comfort. Soloists impersonate 
weeping mothers and orphans among the 
mourners, seeekers after righteousness, 
Pharisees, and even Satan himself in his 
propagation of strife in the world. And 
one soloist sings the words of Christ with 
the inevitable musical assistance of a lead- 
ing motive introduced in the ingenious in- 
strumental prelude to the work, and re- 
peated with many admirable variations oj 
form throughout the composition. This 
theme at last becomes the substance of the 
really impressive ‘“‘ Hosanna," with which 
the oratorio ends. 

But “ Les Beatitudes "’ must not be treat- 
ed as if it were an unknown work. It was 
produced in New York in March, 1900. by 
the Liederkranz and it was sung twice at 
the Worcester festival. As far as New 
Yerk was concerned, it moved neither the 
heavens nor the earth. The opinion ex- 
pressed by Guy de Ropartz that the best 
music was found in the Celestial choruses 
and in the words of Christ was supported 
by the comment of Gotham observers, but 
some of them also discerned that Gallic 
fieshliness of sentiment of,which mention 
has been made. 

Yet there is much that is genuinely noble 
in this oratorio, while the exhibition of 
musical skill in the development of the 

thought of certain parts is masterly. The 
advance toward the stirring finale of the 
first beatitude is made with admirable cer- 
tainty. The modern fugal treatment of the 
terrestrial chorus in the second beatitude 
makes a good contrast with the simplicity 
of the solo style, and clears the mind for 
the varied expressiveness of the third, in 
which the composer has taken full aa- 
vantage of the power of music to voice sor- 
row. In the fourth beatitude, “ Blessed are 
they that hunger and thirst after right- 
eousness,"’ the composer has done some of 
his best writing. A purely instrumental 


is quite equal 


— SSS 
prelude leads to a canonic passage sup- 
porting the tenor solo, of which the second 
part is an effective lyric rhapsody in B 
major. To this the voice of Christ re- 
sponds in beautifully contrasting music. 
The fifth has an atmosphere of calm, while 
the sixth, which is always the most suc- 
cessful with a general audience, is filled 
with the sweetest sugar of French melodic 
style. 

The introduction of Satan in the seventh 
enables the composer to impart new va- 
riety to his score by the use of harshness, 
which in the cighth rises to genuine dra- 
matic power. On the whole the oratorio is 
monotonous. Every beatitude in it ends 
in the same mellifluous manner, It is im- 
possible to be beatific except in the major 
scale and in chords of diatonic gentle- 
ness, The mourners may mourn in minor 
keys and themes from “Il Trovatore”’ 
and the Pharisees may sneer in chromatics, 
the avaricious may quote discords from 
Meyerbeer, and Satan himself may rage 
in diminished sevenths, but the blessings 
must come down in major triads. Conse- 
quently every time the representative of 
the Saviour stands up to sing and the 
‘cellos sing the Christ theme from the F 
major quartet of Beethoven, the audience 
can settle back in its chairs and drink of 
the sweetened nectar of Gallic worship. 

Cincinnati seemed to enjoy its sugar 
plums to-night. Mr. Thomas considerably 
cut out the Pharisees, and thus diminished 
the tartness of the composition, but there 
was plenty of sugar, and each beatitude 
was like unto a short dinner with a rich 
dessert at the end of It. 

A WELL-TRAINED CHORUS 

First impression of the Cincinnati festi- 
val chorus was favorable. This is a good, 
well-trained body of singers, not at all 
remarkable, but well up to their work. 
The general quality of tone is fair, al- 
though the sopranos are a trifle thin and 
the tenors just a shade reedy. The con- 
traltos lack richness. The basses are the 
best part of the chorus. In balance there 
is the usual want of power in the tenor 
department, and to-night the sopranos 
seemed tired. Their tone production might 
easily be improved. In intonation the cho- 
rus is acceptable. All of Mr. Franck’s dia- 
tonic major chords were sung strictly in 
tune, but when the composer indulged in 
chromatic sequences and close harmonies 
there were differences of opinion among 
the singers as to the lawful pitch, 

The attack was generally fair. though 
there were occasional evidences of timidity. 
This was probably due to uncertainty as 
to the wishes of Mr. Thomas, for the 
chorus does not get enough rehearsals 
under him. Certainly it did not indicate 
any want of thoroughness in the work of 
Mr. Cloven, the chorus director, for in 
the matter of phrasing the choir showed 
that it had been carefully and intelligently 
taught by a competent musician. Next in 
excellence to the phrasing came the enunci- 
ation, while the shading was only about 
up to the average festival work. But these 
are first impressions, and the chorus was 
singing a new thing. However, the cheer- 
ful pendulous alternation of minor and 
major tonalities in Mr. Franck’s saccharine 
embodiment of Heaven's choicest blessings 
is not quite so difficult to handle as the 
B minor mass of Bach, which is yet to 
come. 

The singing of the chorus this evening 
displayed some earnestness, but not nearly 
as much as the occasion demanded. The 
orchestra played admirably. It is a really 
fine assemblage of musicians, and its per- 
formance had solidity, polish, and grace. 
There are some other qualities which it 
might have had under a more inspiring con- 
ductor. But the truth must be told, and 
it is that Theodore Thomas is no longer 
young. Master of his craft he is, as he 
always was; but a magnetic leader he nev- 
er was, and one docs not acquire magnet- 
ism as he grows older. ‘There is a cool 
complacency now in the conducting of Mr. 
Thomas, a gentle satisfaction with what is 
and a lack of aspiration after what is not. 
But he will have further opportunities. 

The singing of the soloists, in the minds 
of the Cincinnati people, who are just plain 
human beings, the most important feature 
of the festival, is of course the least signifi- 
cant. Soloists can always be got, but festi- 
val forces are a chorus, an orchestra, and a 
conductor. The soloists to-night were equal 
to the demands of their work, though none 
of them did anything startling. The en- 
semble was good and the concerted num- 
bers went well. Cincinnati has had suffi- 
cient experience with celebrated singers to 
warn it against operatic gods and god- 
desses, but it is still eager to fall at their 
feet, among the ruins of the oratorios 
which they almost invariably destroy. Of 
Mr, Andrew Black, the only new one of the 
soloists, criticism must be reserved till he 
has better opportunities. The audience to- 
night was one of good size. If all the other 
concerts are as weil attended the festival 
will be a pecuniary success.

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HONOR FOR MR. CARNEGIE BATTLE IN HAITI EXPECTED. RICHARD V. B. NEV NEWTON DEAD. 


Promotion of Plumbers’ Guild Con- 
ferred on Him. 


He Says Instead of Being a Philanthrop- 
ist He Is Making the Best Bar- 
gain of His Life. 


IONDON, May 15.—The freedom of the 
Company was presented to An- 
drew Carnegie yesterday at the Guildhall. 
The document was inclosed in a Valuable 
casket of various metals. 

Replying to the presentation address, Mr. 
Carnegie said he thought it more difficult 
conscientiously to distribute wealth than 
to acquire it. “It is the swimming tenth, 
and not the submerged tenth which we 
can greatly benefit,’’ said Mr. Carnegie. 
He added that any satisfaction which he 
had. derived from his gifts arose from 
what he had induced individuals and com- 
munities to give. 

*]} think it will be found,”’ he said, “ that, 
far from being a philanthropist, I am en- 
gaged in making the best bargains in my 
life. For instance, when New York had 
been given over a million pounds for sev- 
enty-two libraries, I succeeded in getting a 
pledge from her that she would furnish 
sites and maintain those libraries forever. 
Her investment (I hope this may not go 
across the Atlantic to alarim her) is greater 
than mine. This is not philanthropy. It 
is a clever stroke of business. I am open 
to propositions of a similar character from 
cities in any part of the English-speaking 
world.”’ 

Mr. Carnegie gave numerous instances of 
how, through the inventive genius of Great 
Britain, “her giant child, America, owes 
her present position,’’ adding that all that 
the British could ever learn from America 
could never be compared with what 
America had received from England. 

Dealing with international relations, Mr. 
Carnegie said he rejoiced to say that never 
in his day had the American people and 


Government been se !ovingiy inclined 
toward the ‘‘Old Home,” as at present, 
and never had the patriotism of race, the 
coming force in international affairs, re- 
vealed itself so clearly. He concluded by 
saying that the possibility of the English- 
speaking peoples killing each other, on the 
plea of civilized warfare, was banished, 
and that, in the case of a difference, *‘ no 
Government on either side of the Atlantic 
could resist the offer of the other of arbi- 
tration, and it can scarcely be believed that 
a serious quarrel can ever arise when that 
offer will not be made by one or the 
other.”’ 

After the casket had been presented to 
Mr, Carnegie, its key was handed by the 
Chairman to Mrs. Carnegie, ‘‘to hold in 
conjunction with the key of your husband’s 
heart."" It was accepted by Mrs. Carnegie, 
who stood up, considerably embarrassed, 
and was greeted with cheers. 

When the eulogies of Mr. Carnegie were 
concluded the worshipful Company of 
Plumbers and its guests adjourned to 
luncheon. The Lord Mayor, (Sir Joseph 
Dimsdale,) Count Matsukata, (ex-Japanese 
Premier and Minister of Finance;) Sir 
Albert K. Rollit, (ex-President of the 
London Chamber of Commerce;) several 
ex-Lord Mayors of London, the Lord 
Mayors of Leeds and Liverpool, a dozen 
Mayors of various towns, Sir Christopher 
Furness, (the well-known shipbuilder;) sev- 
eral members of the House of Commons, 
John R. Carter, (Second Secretary of the 
United States Embassy in London,) and 
Mrs. Carter, Acting United States Consul 
General Westacott, Mr. and Mrs. George 
Westinghouse, and Mr. and Mrs. F. ; 
Doubleday were among those present. 

After luncheon Mr. and Mrs. Carnegie 
inspected the Guildhall Hbrary, museum, 
and art galleries.

The Daily Telegraph says that Mr. Car- 
negie’s speech in reply to the presentation 
address was a remarkable display of elo- 
quence. It was sincere, virile, and elevated, 
and would have moyed and riveted any 
audience in’ England. It proves that if 
Mr. Carnegie had devoted himself to ora- 
tory he would have achieved no common 
success. 


PRESIDENT LOUBET PRAISED. 


London Times's Paris. Correspondent 
Says France’s Present Tranquillity 
Is Partly Due to Him.

LONDON, May 15.—A great change in 
France since three years ago, when Pres- 
ident Loubet was hissed on his return 
from Versailles and required the protec- 
tion of an escort, is noted by the Paris 
correspondent of The Times. The corre- 
spondent says the tranquillity of France, 
the republic itself, and even the peace of 
Europe were threatened three years 
ago. Now the Nationalists are van- 
quished and the Imperialists reduced to 
nothing.

Engagement Between Northern and 
Southern Forces May Be Fought To- 
day—Alarm Among Foreigners. 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti, May 14.—Ad- 
miral Killick, commander of the Haitian 
fieet, has started for Cape Haitien with 
the warships Créte a Pierot and Toussaint 
L'Ouverture, having declared himself in 
favor of Gen. Firmin, the ex-Minister of 
Haiti at Paris, who is at the head of the 
revolutionary forces in the northern part 
of the island. 

The northern revolutionists have seized 
the Custom Houses of Cape Haitien, Port 
de Paix, and Gonaives, and are collecting 
duties. Protests against this action on the 
part of Gen. Firmin have been entered by 
the National Bank and the Diplomatic 
Corps. 

A severe engagement between the north- 
ern revolutionists and the southern forces 
(the troops from Port-au-Prince and the 
cities of its vicinity) is expected to-morrow 
or the day after. 

A steamer from Kingston, Jamaica, is ex- 
pected here to-day or to-morrow with a 
number of, Haitians who have been in exile. 
Among them are MM. Fouchard and Pierre, 
two more candidates for the Presidency. 

The French steamer Clinde Rodrigues, 
on which ex-President Sam embarked yes- 
terday, is still in the harbor of Port-au- 
Prince. She was to sgil yesterday, but was 
detained by the French Minister. She will 
remain here until a foreign warship reaches 
Port-au-Prince. 

The absence of a foreign warship is caus- 
ing great uneasiness in the foreign colony 
ere. 

After the embarkation of Gen. Sam all 
the political prisoners were released from 
jail here, and last night, with groups of 
drunken soldiers, they paraded the streets. 
From time to time shots were fired, and it 
was feared that the plundering of stores 
and residences would follow. 

The Provisional Government constituted 
by Boisrond Canal is attempting to control 
the situation, but Gen. Saint Foix Colin, 
the district commander; Gen. Kebreau, the 
Chief of Police, and M. Polynice, the Com- 
munal Magistrate, are the only officials 
who appear to be exercising authority. 
They formed a corps of respectable citizens 
lust evening and succeeded in disarming 
most of the dangerous characters. As a 
result the night was much quieter than it 
would otherwise have been. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, May 14.—The Pro- 
visional Government in Port-au-Prince has 
pardoned the Haitian exiles in Jamaica, 
who are arranging to charter a steamer 
and proceed to Port-au-Prince at the ear- 
liest opportunity. 

According to reliable information which 
hag reached here, there will be a continua- 
tion of the present serious trouble in Haiti. 
The party supporting M. Fouchard in his 
claim to the Presidency is determined to 
make an effort to get into power.

Orders have gone forward to have 
the Topeka made ready for sea, and unless 
the situation in the two republics is ma- 
terially alleviated she will sail for the 
scene of trouble in a short time. 


WANT CAPE COLONY LEGISLATION

LONDON, May 15.—The Cape Town 
correspondent of The Times says the 
signers of Monday's petition to the Gov- 
ernor have addressed a letter to the Gov- 
ernment expressing the hope that it will 
be possible to limit the time of the sus- 
pension of the Constitution, and that or- 
dinary legislation, such as that dealing 
with irrigation and education, may be 
provided for during the interregnum. 
Practically the whole loyal population 
agrees to this request, A committee of 
influential men has been formed to 
watch matters affected by the suspen- 
sion of the Constitution. 


REVIEWED BY KING ALFONSO. 


“Spanish Naval Cadets Visited by the 
Young Monarch at Their Camp 
Near Madrid. 

MADRID, May 14.—The Dukes of Genoa 
and Oporto arrived here to-day to attend 
the coronation of King Alfonso, and have 
been lodged in the palace. They were re- 
ceived by the King, who accompanied them 


to their apartments. 

At a late hour this afternoon King Al- 
fonso, on horseback, accompanied by the 
Prince of the Asturias, Gen. Weyler, and 
other Generals, and escorted by the Horse 
Guards, reviewed the naval cadets at their 
camp at Carabanchel, just outside Madrid. 
The cadets will participate in the grand 
naval review to be held on May 19. 

King Alfonso, wearing the uniform of a 
naval cadet, remarked to his mother, the 
a. Regent, who was also present at 
the review, in a carriage, ‘The naval 
cadets have no flag.’’ To this remark the 
Queen Regent replied: ‘‘I promise you to 
embroider one for them.’’ 

This promise was conveyed co the cadets 
and received by them with enthusiasm. 

Just before the King arrived at Caraban- 
chel, the Captain General of Madrid, Lieut. 
Gen. Molto, who is also Commander of the 
First Army Corps, fell from his horse 
owing to an attack of apoeeesy Gen. Molto 
Was carried away unconscious, and his con- 
dition ts critical.

Once John Y. McKane’s Legal Adviser, 
He Turned State’s Evidence 
Against His Chief. 

KINGS PARK, L. I., May 14.—Richard 
V. B. Newton, once legal adviser of John 
Y. McKane, died of paresis in the Long 
Island State Hospital here late last night. 
He was brought to the hospital on Jan. 30 
and had been gradually sinking ever since. 
Newton was the son of Richard Van 
Brunt Newton, an old-time hotel keeper, 
and was a member of an old Long Island 
| family. He was educated in the public 
| schools and after studying in\the office of 
a law firm some years was admitted to the 
bar. He never was successful as a lawyer, 
however, as he was a great lover of horse 
racing and neglected his law business for 
the excitement of the track. He became 
the owner of a rac ing stable and his colors 
were seen on many Kastern tracks. When 
elected as a Justice of the Peace in Graves- 
end he had become wealthy, and he in- 
vested in real estate, acquiring considerable 

property at Coney Island. 

In 1898 Newton was arrested for defying 
an order of the Supreme Court. It was at 
the time that John Y. McKane, the ruler 
of Coney Island, 
that “injunctions don't go here.’ 

Although Newton had _ been 
right-hand man and confidential 
he turned State's evidence and thereby 
cured for himself light punishment, while 

: McKane was sentenced to six years at hard 
labor in State prison. Newton escaped with 
less than a year’s 
of $500, but after he had served his 

j tence an was released his old friends re- 
fused to recognize him, and this treat- 
ment soon had its effect upon his health. 

About the end of last year his 
condition became such that it became evi- 
dent that he would have to be cared for, 
and in January last he was examined in the 
Kings County Hospital at Flatbush. He 
was subsequently pronounced insane, and 
on Jan. 30 was | brought t to the hospital here.

CHARLES ELWOOD WAS FIRST 


Rowdy, Winner cf the Hurdle Stakes 
at Morris Park, Was Disqualified 
for a Foul. 


Of the many happenings that combined 
to irritate the betting element at the Mor- 
ris Park race track yesterday, the dis- 
appointment in the race for the Laureate 
Stakes so far took precedence that the 
defeat of five favorites and the disquall- 
fication of the best horse, after he had 
won the hurdie handicap, were all but over- 
looked, so nearly unanimous was the crowd 
in opinion concerning the carelessness and 
overconfidence of A. Featherstone’s jockey. 
O’Connor, in permitting the Featherstone 
filly, Mary Street, to be beaten, after she 
had the race well in hand. Mary Street 
ran in a field of twelve two-year-olds for 
the fourth event of the afternoon, five fur- 
longs down the Eclipse course, and though 
the added starter, Injunction, from the 
stable of James R. Keene, was made the 
favorite, the Featherstone filly always was 
at a short price, and divided the place of 
choicé with the Keene entry. 

Both were well away, and racing out in 
the middle of the track, they hung together 
for a half-mile of the distance, the race 
then being between them Mary Street 
hung on best when the pinch came at the 
end, and, as Injunction dropped back 
beaten; she drew out and looked to be win- 
ning in a big gallop, when O'Connor, who 
rode her, taking it for granted that he had 


the race won when he shook off Injunction, 
took a pull on the filly, and prepared to 
canter in to the winning post. He over- 
looked entirely the Haggin entry, Charles 
Elwood, who, ridden by W onderly, had 
been back in the crowd to the last furlong 
pole, where he began to move through the 
field with a rush. Mary Street had only 
to gallop to win then, but, eased up as she 
was, Charles Elwood's rush just let him 
get up, and before O'Connor realized that 
there was the least danger, the Haggin 
entry, third choice in the betting, had 
made up the gap by which Mary Street 
led, and, ridden out, won by a short neck, 
with Mary Street second, a scant length 
before injunction, third. 

The day had a bad beginning for the fol- 
lowers of form, as. the first race, the 
Knickerbocker Hurdle Handicap, produced 
a result with which few, aside from the 
stewards of the Steeplechase Association, 
~ eed. Rowdy, a cast-off from the stable 

W. C. Whitney, started second choice 
te Semper Ira in a field of seven, and, 
after racing in front all the distance, lasted 
in the lead long enough to win by a half- 
length, from Tankard, who bore in on him 
in the ‘take-off for the ‘last jump, and fought 
it out with him at the end. On a complaint 
from the rider of Tankard, the Stewards 
decided that Rowdy was responsible for 
the alleged foul, and set him back, giving 
the race and stakes to Tankard. rince 
Plausible, a runner in this race, fell at 
the last jump with Jockey Carson, the 
horse being killed, while the rider escaped 
with slight injury.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Such activity as showed in yesterday’s 
security market was attended by 
strength. Though the coal strike issue 
had reached the critical point, scant at- 
tention was given to it on the Stock Ex- 
change, anthracite securities being in the 
group that was strongest. A number of 
specialties advanced; none significantly 
declined. 

Generally* the Wall Street disposition 
seemed to be to await actual develop- 
ments both as to the labor situation and 
money market conditions — inclined, 
meanwhile, to take confidently hopeful 
views touching both. 


Commisison house transactions, mate- 
rially less than recently averaging, do 
not in their shrinkage reflect either ner- 
vousness or apprehension, It is, indeed, 
almost the uniform expression of impor- 
tant commission brokers that customers 
are only holding aloof pending the re- 
moval of obstacles to which the brokers 
themselves chiefly call attention; and 
this view is supplemented by the state- 
ment that upon confident advices from 
brokers there would be quick buying re- 
sponse on large scale. The “ public” at 
this juncture is, moreover, strong in re- 
sources—far stronger than ever the rec- 
ord showed before. Incidentally Western 
traders are cutting newly large security 
market figure—or show readiness to do 
80; and the importance of this factor in 
the market is not to be easily exagger- 
ated. This new element has millions at 
its command, millions made quickly; and 
its members bring to Wall Street cour- 
age along with speculative spirit. Two 
or three of this group are already largely 
in the public eye, but the list is long. 
Wall Street veterans call these recruits 
“plungers " and doubt the advantage of 
their accession; but their money ability 
and their risk-taking readiness is not 
anywhere questioned—and those are ele- 
ments which have to be taken into cur- 
rent security market consideration. 

The money market: was distinctly eas- 
ier yesterday, most of the day’s loans be- 
ing made below the legal figure—this in 
refreshing contrast to the rates lately 
prevailing. Best opinion is that the worst 
phase of the situation has passed. 


The review by The Iron Age of the con- 
dition of the iron and metal trades, else- 
where presented, is a remarkable evi- 
dence of the phenomenal and increasing 
prosperity of the iron trade. Statistics 
show that for the first time in the history 
of the industry there has been reached 
the enormous output of over 1,500,000 
gross tons in one month. This is some- 
thing for pessimists to ponder. 


One of the evidences of the return of 
confidence to the Street-shaken momen- 
tarily by the high rates for money—was 
presented yesterday in the advances scored 
by a number of the high-class investment 
securities. Northwest rose 6 points, Chica- 
go and Eastern Illinois 2, Consolidated Gas 
1, General Blectric 2%, Westinghouse 714, 


New York Air Brake 444, and New Haven 
1, while in stocks where there was no trad- 
ing, such as Pullman Palace Car and Con- 
tinental Tobacco preferred, the bid and 
asked prices were all reported higher. 


COPPER TRUST STOCK. 

There was further buying of Copper Trust 
stock yesterday by the same interests which 
have been active as purchasers for some 
time past, this buying Seing based on the 
steadily improving trade condition, as evi- 
denced by the advance of \% cent a pound 
in the price of the metal. 

According to a Boston dispatch, published 
in the Street yesierday. it is believed in that 
city that the chief reason why the Calumet 
a Hecla has been unwilling to treat with 
the Standard Oil people has been the liti- 
gation in Montana between the Amalga- 
mated and the Heinzes. According to this 
dispatch the programme seems now to be 
that Heinze will be bought off through ab- 
sorption of the United Copper Company by 
the Amalgamated. Then will come amica- 
ble arrangements with the Calumet and 
Hecla and other large producers.

The 
concerns will now be worked in harmony, 
but there is no present intention of a 
merger or combination between them. 


LAKE ERIE AND WESTERN. 


Following the meetings of the Vanderbilt 
railroad interests held during the day, at 
which it was stated only routine business 
had been transacted, a leading banking 
house considered close to the Vanderbilts 
put out a bulletin to its customers to the 


effect that it is now practically assured 
that the dividend on Lake Erie and West- 
ern preferred stock is to be increased to 
the full 6 per cent. 

This rumor has been on the Street for 
some days, but could not be officially con- 
firmed. 


THE GRANGER STOCKS. 

Confident buying of all the Granger 
stocks continued yesterday, this being again 
especially true of Union Pacific, which was 
dealt in to the extent of over 70,000 shares. 
The ‘purchases were based, not alone on 
the knowledge of favorable developments 
forthcoming in respect to certain of the 
properties, but also on the continuing ex- 
cellent crop advices. 

As illustrative of these favorable crop ad- 
vices it may be said that President Ripley 
of Atchison, just returned from a trip to 
the Pacific Coast, said yesterday that a 
private dispatch received that morning from 
one of the Atchison Directors who lives in 
Kansas was to the effect that there were 


general rains throughout the State. ‘ As 
a matter of fact,"’ said President Ripley, 
‘they were not needed at this moment.” 
On the general subject Mr. Ripley author- 
ized this statement: 

“It is still rather early to speak definitely 
regarding this year’s crops, but so far as I 
can judge we shall have a wheat crop from 
50 to 60 per cent. as large as that of last 
year, which was a bumper crop. It is of 
course still harder to give an estimate with 
respect to the corn crop. The acreage, how- 
ever, this year is considerably larger than 
that of last year. The farmers are pros- 

erous in spite of the smaller corn crop of 
ast year, and they could very well con- 
tend with smaller crops this year without 
oan 2 seriously crippled. Everything in 
California is looking well.’’ 


THE MONEY MARKET. 


For the first time in nearly two weeks 
there was yesterday a fairly easy tone in 
the money market, with the call figure at 
no time advancing above 6 per cent., and 
at one time falling to 4. Most of the day’s 
loans were at 51%. 

A feature of the market was the further 
weakness of sterling exchange as the result 


of large offerings of bills, not a few of 
them as the result of the recent heavy pur- 
chases of stock by London. 

It is a fact that some large blocks of 
Union Pacific, Erie, and St. Paul were 
shipped a / steamer yesterday to London, 
clearly evidencing that recent purchases of 
ae Soames have been actually for London 
ecount. 


SOME GENERAL ISSUES. 
The coal stocks were generally strong 
yesterday, but with the exception of Read- 
ing not especially active. The disposition 


was to await definite action by the Scran- 
ton conference. 

The shares of the various steel compa- 
nies, with the exception of Colorado Fuel, 
were strong. The heaviness of that issue 
was ascribed to the reported reduction in 
the company’s surplus as shown in the 
statement put out yesterday.

IRON AND METAL TRADES. 


Discussing the condition of the iron and 
metal trades The Iron Age will to-day say: 


Our monthly blast furnace statistics bring out 
one very interesting fact, and that is that for 
the first time in the history of the industry, we 
have reached the enormous output of over 1,500, - 
000 gross tons in one month. If nothing happens 
to disturb the regudar running of the furnaces, 
and if the old stacks now getting ready and the 
new one bullding get into line, as expected, -we 
may reach &@ production of 18,000,000 tons this 
year, in spite of the tact that we did not ait- 
tain that rate during the first quarter. 

Our statistics show that on May 1 we had In 
opetation furnaces with a weekly productive ca- 
pacity of 352,064 tons. The stocks In the hands 
of furnaces which are sellers in the open mar- 
ket have now declined to 63,588 tons for coke 
and anthracite iron and 20,276 tons for char- 
coal iron, or hardly two days’ supply for the 
former. 

The scarcity of raw material, intermediate 
products and finished iron and steel continues, 
and there are reports of foundries and mills 
closing down on that account. Yet, for distant 
delivery there is’ no disposition on the part of 
buyers to contract at anywhere near present 
prices for prompt iron. 

In the South we have a curious spectacle in a 
disagreement among the associated makers of 
pig iron. Some of them have decided to aban- 
don the position of trying to keep the market 
—_, by. quoting $12 for future deliveries when 
iron is selling at $15, $16, or more for No. 2, at 
Birmingham, for oy delivery. The makers 
have always excepted the Eastern territory from 
the agreement, and only a few weeks since 
opened the Pittsburg district. It is estimated 
that the furnace companies in the group have 
upward of 21¥),000 tons available for sale for 
the balance of this year. The effort is now 
being made by some of the furnace companies to 
market the fron at or near present prices. Judg- 
ing from the tonnage taken by the Eastern and 
Pivtsburk districts, consumers are not expected 
by well informed authorities to take much of it 
at the present time for delivery late in the 
yeareat the prevailing scale of prices for prompt 
iron. 

There have been few noteworthy transactions 
in pig iron. One leading open hearth plant in 
Eastern Pennsylvania appears to have pur- 
chased, @uring the past two weeks, close to 
50,000 tons of basic pig, some of it from the 
Lae Valley and some from Virginia. The 
lat transactions were at $19 for earlier de- 
livery and at $18.50 for the last months of the 


year. 

Importations contjnue. Some round sales have 
been made of fore Ferro, the production in 
this country now being small. There have also 
been sales of billets and sheet bars, aggregat- 
ing abo 10,000 tons, the greater part for the 
Central est. The price for billets is $30 to 
$50.50, ex-thip. 

Quite. a good deal of structural work is still 
coming up, Among the recent contracts are two 
buildings in Philadelphia, involving 13,000 tons 
together and two in New York calling for 
about 8,000 tons. Chicago, too, shows a good 
deal of activity.

However, says The Times, it is 
sure that prudent people will regard with 
uneasiness any considerable future addi- 
tion to the business now being carried 
over here on American account. 

So far as it can learn, says The Times, 
Continental commitments in American 
securities are not heavy, while those for 
purely British account are certainly 
moderate.

THE NEW 
A STOVE TRUST DISCUSSED. 


Manufacturers Talk of a Giant Corpo- 
ration—Output of Outside Houses 
an Obstacle. 


The thirty-first annual meeting of the 
National Association of Stove Manufac- 
turers of the United States was convened in 
the East Room of the Waldorf-Astoria yes- 
terday morning. The meeting is the most 
important one ever held by the association 
and about two hundred manufacturers were 
present. Before the meeting adjourns the 
long-talked-of question of ‘‘ consolidation " 
will have been settled. President Aibert N. 
Parlin of Boston, in his annual address, 
while not openly arguing for a combination 
of all the firms in the country under one 
corporate head, made three distinct points 
which might be construed as urging con- 
solidation. He argued first in favor of 
competition as the life of trade; then spoke 


of unwise competition as the death of 
profit, and concluded by saying ‘that co- 
operation was the redemption of both. He 
said in closing: 

“The question of consolidation is now be- 
fore you and I hope that the question will 
be slited thoroughly and that you will de- 
termine whether it can be successfully ap- 
piied to the stove business, and if so, upen 
what plan or basis? Co-operation is as 
necessary in one market as another, for, if 
oe in one, it a the other, and 
the profits of the manufacturew who sells 
in both.” 

The subject of consolidation was discussed 
behind closed doors. Walter P. Warren of 
Troy was present during the early part of 
the discussion and was scheduled to speak, 
but before his turn came he was not feeling 
well and left the mosting. Mr. Warren 
represented the Fuller & Warren Company, 
one of the largest and most prominent in 
the United States, and it was thought by 
the friends of consolidation that a favor- 
able argument from him would have much 
weight. His failure to speak caused much 
comment. 

One of the members said after the meet- 
ing that the ah ue contention was not 
the money involve but the quantity of 
output under the control of the members of 
the association. The competition in the 
stove business has always been very high, 
and many Eastern firms have failed in the 
past ten or fifteen years because they 
could not compete with the Western firms.

TO CLEAR CERTIFICATIONS. 


Plan for Central Point fo Point for Brokers’ Mes- 
sengers—Mr. Hepburn’s Comment. 

A movement is under way for the estab- 
lishment of a clearing house for the certi- 
fitation of brokers’ checks. The great vol- 
ume of business now transacted by the 
banks for their broker clients brings about 
a congestion of the banks at a certain hour 
in the afternoon of each day, when the cer- 
tification of checks is being done. 

By the establishment of a clearing house 
to attend to this part of a bank's business, 
it is claimed a good deal of trouble and 
annoyance would be spared, and a great 
saving of time would be effected. 

Certification of checks would take place 
at this clearing house only. at certain 
hours. Each bank would have a window 
at the clearing house, and the representa- 


tive of the bank would be there at the 
hour, or hours, designated, and certify 
checks. A private telephone connection 
between the bank and its representative 
would enable the bank to keep in touch 
with its man each minute, so deposits could 
be forwarded, either by wire or by special 
messenger of the bank, every five or ten 
minutes, 

A. B. Hepburn, Vice President of the 
Chase National Bank, said that the propo- 
sition was no doubt attractive to the 
brokers, but that the banks would probably 
look on it differently, especially as under 
the ruling of the Secretary of the Treasury 
regarding branch banking, the banks were 
not allowed to transact any of their busi- 
ness outside the offiees or places of busi- 
ness of the banks.

A. L. MEYER UNDER BAIL| 


Affairs of So-Called Webb-Meyer 
- Syndicate in Court. 


. 


David Rosenberg Charges a Conspiracy 
to Market Rutland Railway Stock 
at an Artificially High Figure 
to the Public. 


The proceedings of the so-called Webb- 
Meyer syndicate will be ventilated in the 
courts through a proceeding instituted by 
David Rosenberg of 180 Henry Street 
against Arthur L. Meyer, Robert Offen- 
bach, Benjamin P. Moore, and John D 
Elwell. Mr. Rosenberg charges he was the 
victim of a conspiracy, and that he suf- 
fered a loss of $9,200, exclusive of interest 
and brokerage fees, in the purchase of 15C 
shares of the preferred stock of the Rut- 
land Railway Company. 

The affidavits in the case also bring in 
the names of several Stock Exchange 
houses which hitherto have kept out of the 
case, and one of which at least has denied 
all connection with the Webb-Meyer syn- 
dicate and its crash. 

Arthur L. Meyer, against whom an orde1 
of arrest was issued by Justice Giegerich 
on May 3, surrendered to Deputy Sheriffs 
Terry and Walgering at the Sheriff's office 
in the Stewart Building yesterday after- 
noon and was promptly released on @ $4,000 
bond furnished by the American Surety 
‘Company. In the original order three other 
names were included, but these were subse- 


quently erased. 

Mr. Meyer, who has an office at 25 Broad 
Strect, was the head of the so-called Webb- 
Meyer syndicate, and closely associated 
with him was the firm of Offenbach & 
Moore, which suspended May 5 after a 
slump in the stocks of the Dominion Securi- 
ties Company, St. Lawrence and Adiron- 
dack Railroad, Rutland Railroad, Hacken- 
sack Meadows, Storage Power, and Nortls 
American Lumber and Pulp Company. Mr 
Meyer promoted many of these companies 
and was active in marketing their securi- 
ties. His name has been associated with 
that of Dr. W. Seward Webb in connection 
with the Webb-Meyer syndicate for some 
time, but Dr. Webb after the crash denied 
the existence of any such syndicate, as well 
as his connection with many of the com- 


panies. 

The complaint drawn by Pierre M. Brown 
of 192 Broadway charges that early in 
April, 1902, one W. Seward Webb and the 
defendant, Meyer, were the owners of al- 
most all the preferred capital stock of the 
Rutland Railway Company, and that about 
the same time the defendants named made 
and entered into a conspiracy having as its 
object the unloading of the said stock upon 
the public at a price greatly in excess of 
the real value. To that end the firm of 
Offenbach & Moore was organized by the 
defendants. That Webb and Meyer fur- 
nished the stock to the defendants and 
by means of fictitious transactions upon 
the Stock Exchange, conducted from 
March 1, 1902, to May 2, 1902, where- 
by the defendants through one broker 
would sell the stock and through an- 
other repurchase it, thereby creating a 
fictitious value, and through themselves or 
their agents urged the public to buy; that 
Bernard Uhren, an agent of the_defend- 
ants, induced the plaintiff to buy 150 shares 
which were sold to the plaintiff by the de- 
fendants themselves, and that the repre- 
sentations made to Rosenberg were false 
and untrue and known by the defendants so 
to be. 

According to the affidavit of Mr. Rosen- 
berg the purchase was made about the 
middle of March. He bought 100 shares at 
120, and a month later 50 additional shares 
at 122%. The affidavit says that Uhren 
represented at the instance of the defend- 
ants that the stock was worth $150 a 
share, but that these representations were 
false and untrue, and were known so to be 
by the defendants, and that the stock was 
not worth more than $60 per share. It is 
now selling at about 9044. 

Mr. Uhren and Charles Dunn make affi- 
davits corroborating Mr. Rosenberg in part, 
and Uhren furnishes additional alleged 
facts. After saying that Meyer is a stock 
manipulator Uhren declares that in De- 
cember, 1901, he was engaged as a clerk 
and bookkeeper by Offenbach & Moore and 
that early in April John D. Elwell told him 
that he, with the other defendants, had a 
scheme to unload — the public the pre- 
ferred stock of the Rutland Railway Com- 
pany, all owned by Webb and Meyer, but 
under the immediate control of Meyer. 

Pursuant to this alleged scheme, Uhren 
says he was instructed to buy stock on 
margins, being promised $50 for each trans- 
action in which a sale was made. He 
swears that he introduced Elwell to Henry 
Sproul & Co. of 30 Broad Street and pur- 
chased 1,000 shares; that he also purchased 
through Hurlbutt, Hatch & Co. of 71 Broad- 
way 500 shares in the name of Edward 
Barr, Secretary and Treasurer of the Stor- 
age Power Company; 500 shares from G. 
Sidenberg & Kraus of 20 Broad Street, and 
500 from Arthur S. Leland & Co. of 25 
Broad Street. All of this stock, he says, 
was delivered to Offenbach & Moore. 
Uhren also swears that, acting under in- 
structions from Elwell, he went to Boston 
April 28 and negotiated for the sale of 3,500 
shares with four firms of: brokers, but 
while the arrangements were completed 
the sales were not consummated, Elwell 
advising him by wire not to close trans- 
actions. Uhren also asserts that he fre- 
quently made as the representative of Of- 
fenbach & Moore what are knoWn ‘Aas 
washed or matched sales. He would give 
an order for a block of stock to Judson & 
Judson to buy and then direct Webb & 
Prall to sell the same amount at the same 

rice. Mr. Webb, he says, is a brother of

DEMURRER ALLOWED. | 


Recorder Goff Says New York Is Not a 
Legal Clearing House for 
Other States. 


On the ground that the State of New York | 


fin its laws does not require an oath to a 
statement of stock certificates and that 
therefore there can be no perjury in false 
swearing to stock certificates, Recorder 
Goff has allowed the demurrer to the in- 
dictment of perjury against President Rob- 
ert B. Martin and Vice President Harry 
Velthusen of the Delaware Surety Com- 
pany, a Delaware corporation. The Re- 
eorder holds that the demurrer admits that 
there was false swearing on May 15, 1901, 
before a notary public of New York to a 
ctrtificate that $1,000,000 of capital stock 
had been paid for in cash. This certificate 
was filed with the Secretary of State of 
Delaware, a requirement in the State where 
the company was incorporated. 

““On principle, supported by uniform au- 
thcrity in this State and by the preponder- 
ance of authority in other States, I am of 
the opinion that the oath to the certificate, 
not being required by the laws of the State 
of New York, was not an oath required by 


law in the sense and meaning of the stat- 
ute; that, not being in pursuance of or au- 
thorized by the law of the State of New 
York, it was not lawfully administered and 
ey perjury could not be com- 
mitted. 

“That the law of the State of Delaware 
required such sworn certificate relating to 
the affairs of a corporation which was its 
own creation is of no concern to our State, 
and no obligation rests upon our State to 
enforce the law of a foreign State relating 
to the affairs of a foreign corporation.” 

The Recorder stated that the mere fact 
that the oath was administered by a duly 
authorized notary public of the State of 
New York did not give it validity. ‘ All 
oaths administered by a notary,’ he said, 
“are not per se valid, any more than all 
false oaths are perjuries.”’ 

In regard to the claim that many foreign 
corporations do business in New York and 
that if these corporations shall make false 
sworn certificates of their financial condi- 
tion fraud and injustice may be the result, 
the Recorder says that it is the dignity of 
the foreign State that is offended and that 
the responsibility rests with each State to 
maintain its dignity and protect its citizens 
anc others from fraud. In conclusion, the 
Recorder said: 

“ Bvyen if it be conceded that the City of 
New York, because of its commercial im- 
portance, is a financial clearing house for 
the whole.country, it does not follow that 
the State of New York is a legal clea 

.dnouse for the enforcement of the laws o 
all the States and Territories in the Union.”

New Servant, After Working Three 
Hours, Disappeared with $3,200 
of Mistress’s Property. 

Under the pretense of engaging as a ser- 
vant, a female thief joined the household 
of Dr. P. F. Chambers, at 49 West Fifty- 
seventh Street, Saturday morning and in 
less than three hours disappeared with 
some fourteen articles of Mrs. Chambers’s 
jewelry, the articles taken being worth 
about $3,200.

Mrs. Chambers advertised for a Swedish 
maid in a newspaper Thursday morning, 
requesting applicants to call at her home.

She is 
about thirty years old and was of most 
respectable appearance. But she had no 
New York reference, and did not look 
wholly like a Swede.

It was afterward tound to contain 
only an empty pillow case, which the po- 
lice say, was intended as a receptacle for 
Dr. Chambers’s silverware in the absence 
of richer booty. * Ellen seemed genuinely 
distressed when told that Mrs. Chambers 
had not heard from Philadelphia. She 
talked so smoothly, however, that Mrs. 
Chambers soon presented her to the other 
Servants and went down town after seeing 
the new girl put on a snow white apron 
over her fine black dress and start to 
work. The woman devoted herself to clean- 
ing the bathroom adjoining her mistress’s 
room on the second floor rear. Three times 
she came down, ostensibly to empty a 
waste-paper basket, and the fourth time 
she came down she did not go up again. 

Mrs. Chambers’s jewelry was kept in the 
second drawer from the top of her bureau. 
This drawer was securely locked, but the 
top drawer was not. All that was necessary 
to get gd gay? was to pull out the top 
drawer and reach through the opening. 

Mrs. Chambers has identified a picture 
from the Rogues’ Gallery as that of Ellen. 
The police say it represents an expert 
thief who has just completed a two-year 
sentence for a similar crime.

* Tillie’’ Kelly is one of the cleverest 
female thieves the local police have ever 
been called upon to deal with. She was ac- 
cused of robbing a number of houses in 
this city, among them those of Mrs. Fred- 
erick Brill, 1,928 Diamond Street; Mrs. 
Caleb Wright of 1,808 North Thirteenth 
Street, Mrs. A. Séhloss of 1,815 North 
Park Avenue, and Mrs. J. F. Deering of 
1,433 North Eleventh Street. Her plan was 
to obtain employment as an expert serv- 
ant, and then turn over articles stolen from 
her employer to a male companion named 
Cunningham, 

Both she and Cunningham were convicted 
last February, and the woman was sent to 
Moyamensing to serve a three years’ term 
beginning Feb. 15. At the prison she quick- 
ly won the good-will of Miss Anna B. Har- 
shaw, the matron, and was assigned to do- 
mestic duties in the matron’s apartments. 
On the night of March 28 she secured the 
matron’s keys on a pretext and used them 
to escape. She was the first woman ever 
to escape from Moyamensing. Exceptional 
efforts have been made by the police to 
recapture her. It is reported that the police 
have secured information that she has had 
her gold tooth removed. 


BROOKS INQUEST BEGINS. 


A New Witness Identifies Comb Found 
Near the Dying Man as Belonging 
to Florence Burns. 


Before Coroner Brown and a jury yes- 
terday the inquest was begun into the 
death of Walter Brooks, who was found 
in a room in the Glen Island Hotel, and 
who had died in the Hudson Street Hospi- 
tal from a builet wound in the head. He 


had’ been taken there under the belief that 
he was suffering from asphyxiation. Flor- 
ence Burns was arrested on suspicion of 
having committed the crime and was dis- 
charged after a lengthy examination by 
Justice Mayer sitting as a Magistrate. 

Alfred Tostedin of 1093 Ralph Avenue, 
Brooklyn, was a new witness. He said 
that the Burns girl had boarded in his 
heme for two weeks. He said that she had 
often left a broken comb on the sitting 
room mantel and that he had seen her fre- 
quently comb her hair with it. He identi- 
fied the comb found in the room after 
Brooks was taken from it dying as the one 
he had seen Miss Burns use and said he 
could not be mistaken. 

The other witnesses had appeared before 
Justice Mayer at the examination leading 
to the discharge of the girl. Lawyer Back- 
us, in cross-examining George Washing- 
ton, the negro porter who took Brooks and 
“a woman to their room on the night of 
the tragedy, got from him the statement 
that the waman was dark. Florence Burns 
is a decided blonde. Mr. Backus told the 
Court he wouid negro Florence Burns at 
any time she might be desired. 


Customs Expert Says It Is an Old Mas- 
ter but Not a Murillo. 

Patrick Sheedy’s mysterious “ Murillo” 
may turn out to be a comparatively worth- 
less piece of canvas, according to the au- 
thority of the art expert of the Appraisers’ 
Stores, J. R. Hecht. Mr. Hecht believes 
the painting to be a genuine old master, 
but not a Murillo. In all probability it is 
simply a part of some Beinving which had 
been cut out by the thief who gave it 
to Mr. Sheedy probably because e did 
not haye the time or means to take the 
entire picture. 

The Collector's position in 
is that if no further evidence is adduced 
than is now possessed that the picture 
was brought into this country without 


payment of duty, it will not be seized. In | 


all probability, therefore, Mr. Sheedy will 
remain in undisturbed possession of the 
painting. 

Mr. Sheedy’s statement. about the picture 
is that it was given to him by the thief 
who stole the celebrated Gainsborough for 
his services in effecting the restoration 
of that gem of art without the punishment 
which its purloiner might have expected.

While.traveling in this country he had been 
attracted by the site. He bought three and 
a half acres and drew the plans and super- 
intended the construction of the building. 

About a year ago he crossed the ocean 
and then decided to pass the remainder of 
his days in Scotland. A friend in Paterson 
recently shipped to Scotland all the paint- 
ings, bric-A-brac, tapestries, and other ar- 


ticles. 
LEGAL NOTES. 


ESTABLISHING LOST OR DESTROYED WILLS. 
—After the death of Herman S. Barnes, 
Kittie M. Larzelere, his daughter, peti- 
tioned the Surrogate’s Court of Yates 
County, this State, to admit a certain pa- 
per, dated June 17, 1897, to probate as the 
will of her father. J. Franklin Barnes, a 
son, denied that the paper offered by his 
sister was their father’s will, and asserted 
that in November, 1900, Mr. Barnes made a 
new will revoking the old, and that.the last 
will had been lost or destroyed since the 
testator’s death. The Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court, in affirming the Surro- 
gate, finds with him that a new will was 


executed by Mr. Barnes revoking the one, 


dated June 17, 1897, and that the new will 
was lost or destroyed. It could not, how- 
ever, be admitted under the law allowing a 
lost or destroyed will to be probated ‘be- 
cause not established by sufficient evi- 
dence. Neither was there a republication 


of the old instrument. It appeared from the 
testimony that the testator took possession 
of the last wil! immediately after its exe- 
cution, but it was not shown what he did 
with it, and no evidence was given that it 
was in existence at the time of his death, 
or that it was fraudulently destroyed dur- 
ing his Hfetime. The burden of overcom- 
ing the presumption that where a will can- 
not be found after the death of the testa- 
tor, it was destroyed by him with intent to 
revoke it, rested with the son as the ti- 
tioner. ‘‘It was not sufficient,”’ says Jus- 
tice Davy, “‘ to show that some one of the 
relatives had an opportunity to destroy it. 
The noma ey! should have gone further 
and shown by facts and circumstances that 
the wili was actually lost or destroyed. 
The fact that the testator’s daughter, who 
was with him during his last illness, and 
whose interest was adverse to the will, *re- 
fused to allow her brother to e ne the 
papers in the testator’s bureau drawer a 
short time before his death is a suspicious 
circumstance; it is not sufficient evidence, 
however, of the existence of the will at 
the time of the testator’s death, or of a 
fraudulent destruction of it during his life- 
time.”’

ATTITUDE OF WHITNESSEs.—Gilbert Milks 
and Mitchell Smith were indicted for arson 
on a charge of having set fire to’ the for- 
mer’s barn. Milks was several miles away 
at the time the fire occurred, and the 
theory of the prosecution was that he per- 
suaded Smith to start the blaze. The men 
were tried separately. Smith was acquitted 
and Milks convicted. Justice Hiscock of 
the Fourth Appellate Division of the Su- 


preme Court says, at the outset, in re- 
viewing the various objections to the rul- 
ings of the Justice who presided at the 
trial: “‘ We, therefore, start out with the 
somewhat incongruous and illogical con- 
dition that Smith, who was cha with 
actually naving sommes the match to the 
buildings, has en found by the jury not 
to have done so, and that the defendan 
who is charged with having fired sa 
buildings only and solely through the hand 
of Smith, is feund to have committed such 
act." ‘A witness for the péople testified 
that after the fire Milks requested him to 
go and see Smith and find out whether he 
had told any one about the fire. Counsel 
for the prisoner, in cross-éxamining, asked 
the witness if he did not know that Milks 
had at one time been instrumental in get- 
ting his brother indicted “ for selling hard 
cider, and by reason of that do you enter- 
tain some hard feelings agains ay! tf 
The witness was a connection of Mi by 
marriage. Another question ed him 
was whether he did not know there had 
been trouble between his family and Milks 
in the past. Justice Hiscock decides that 
it was an error not to allow the witness to 
answer these questions.. He says: ‘“ The 
first question fairly called for the attitude 
of the witness toward the man against 
whom he was testifying. It not only was 
not objectionable, t eminently proper to 
embody in the question calling for his feel- 
ings e further query. as to the cause 
upon which they were based. We know of
